MOBILIZING AIR INDUSTRY 


7. insure the existence of a post-war 
aireraft industry capable of rapid 
expansion to keep the peace and meet any 
emergency the peacetime research and 
development of the Army and Navy must 
not stop with experimental versions of 
the latest and most effective weapons of 
air power. 

To be able to meet a realistic schedule 
of mobilization requirements, comprehen- 
sive preparations must be made by the 
Army, Navy, other governmental agencies 
and by industry during the peacetime 
years. Such preparations provide the 
most economical means of assuring our 
readiness to expand production and can 
produce savings in effort and expendi- 
ture out of all proportion to their cost. 

A report and recommendations submit- 
ted by the Air Coordinating Committee 
of the Subcommittee on Demobilization 
of the Aircraft Industry on which the 
program is based are the result of studies 
carried on over a two-year period. Ex- 
tensive research and field work by the 
Air Technical Service Command at 
Wright Field were used in correlating 
Army, Navy and Department of Com- 
merce viewpoints on the major problems 
facing the aircraft industry. 

Based on findings of the Committee it 
is believed that the minimum program to 
secure an adequate base for expansion 
inan emergency must include the annual 
production of 3,000 military planes hav- 
ing an airframe weight of at least 30,- 
000,000 pounds. This volume is required 
to maintain the reservoir of engineering, 
tooling and production skills which are 
indispensable for a rapid acceleration of 
output. To assist in the preservation of 
an industry of this size for national de- 
fense purposes the policy of the govern- 
ment should be to make surplus aircraft 
Plants available to the aircraft industry 
o favorable terms which give recogni- 
tion 10 the present low level of produc- 
tion. 

To provide the total space requirement 
of the program the following plants have 
been selected for retention in the joint 
Army Air Forces-Navy Bureau of Aero- 
hautics reserve : 

Airframe Plants: Fort Worth, Tex.; 
Kansis City, Kans.; Marietts., Ga.; 
Omaha, Nebr.; Tulsa, Okla.; Culumbus, 
Ohio: Dallas, Tex.; Louisville, Ky.; St. 
Louis, Mo.; Wichita, Kans. 

Engine Plants: Chicago, Ill.; Indian- 
{polis, Ind.; Kansas City, Mo.; Lock- 
land, Ohio; Melrose Park, Ill.; South 
Bend, Ind. 

The first five airframe plants are War 
Department, the balance, and all of the 
engine plants, being Defense Plants Cor- 
Peration owned. It is proposed that title 
of the Defense Plants Corporation plants 
‘0 be acquired by the War Department 
or the Navy Department through legisla- 
ton or other means.

Navy Explains Policy 
On Flag Promotions 


Following a hearing in which Navy rep- 
resentatives defended the Department’s 
policy on promotion to temporary flag 
ranks, the Senate Naval Affairs Commit- 
tee on 30 Oct. voted to report favorably 
on the slate of nominations which it had 
been holding since 5 Oct. 

The nominations, first to be held up 
by the committee since before the war, 
included more reserve officers to flag 
ranks than had been so promoted during 
the entire war. They consisted of 17 Keg- 
ulars and 10 Reserves to be temporary 
rear admirals, and 26 Reserves to be com- 
modores. 

In support of the nominations, Vice 
Adm. Louis E. Denfeld, Chief of Naval 
Personnel, submitted biographical mate- 
rial to the committee which filled 74 
pages when printed as a committee docu- 
ment. 

Admiral Denfeld told the committee 
that as of 31 Aug. there were 230 line 
officers and 45 staff officers of the active 
list of the Regular Navy and 3 Naval Re- 
serve officers or a total of 278 serving in 
the ranks of rear admiral or above. On 
that date there were also 113 line and 25 
staff officers of the active list and 11 
Naval Reserves, or a total of 149 officers 
in the rank of commodore. 

Admiral Denfeld said that at present 
in the ranks of rear admiral and above 
there are 276 officers—228 line officers, 
45 staff, and 3 Naval Reserves, and that 
in the rank of commodore there are 144— 
108 of the line, 25 staff, and 11 Reserves. 

If pending legislation, reducing the re- 
tirement age from 64 to 62 is enacted, said 
Admiral Denfeld, 43 flag officers between 
61-1/2 and 64 years will be retired. 

He revealed that 4 flag officers, includ- 
ing Admiral Halsey, have asked for re-

President Nominates 
54 Regular Generals 


Foreshadowing the high command 
which will work out the Army’s destiny 
in the critical post-war years, President 
Truman has nominated the largest slate 
of Regular Army general officers in 
many years—10 permanent major gen- 
erals and 27 permanent brigadier gen- 
erals. 

When these nominations, which have 
not yet been considered by the Senate 
Military Affairs Committee, are con- 
firmed, all existing authorized vacancies 
for general oflicers of the Regular Army 
will have been filled. 


Extras in Grade 

At the same time, President Truman 
sent to the Senate the nominations of 
five temporary major generals and 12 
temporary brigadier generals to be made 
permanent in those grades in the Regu- 
lar Army. All 17 of the officers served 
under General Jonathan W. Wainwright 
in the Philippine Campaign and their 
nominations were in recognition of their 
sacrifice and long imprisonment. 

In response to White House recom- 
mendation, Senator Johnson, of Colo- 
rado, has introduced legislation provid- 
ing that the group of former prisoners 
be made permanent general officers as ad- 
ditional numbers in grade, without re- 
gard to existing laws limiting those 
grades. This was done in order that these 
promotions will not block the promotion 
of other officers 

Also at the same time, the President 
recommended the temporary promotion 
of three brigadier generals to the grade 
of major general and eleven colonels to 
the temporary grade of brigadier gen- 
eral. This list, it was explained, is com- 
posed largely of officers who have ren- 
dered important service for which rec-

Autonomy of Services 
Sought in Single Dept. 


Detailed plans for the proposed single 
department of Armed Forces were laid 
before the Senate Military Affairs Com- 
mittee this week by Lt. Gen. J. Lawton 
Collins, Chief of Staff, Army Ground 
Forces, who was specially designated by 
the War Department to explain its pro- 
posals. 

Also appearing before the Committee 
this week was Josephus Daniels, World 
War I Secretary of the Navy, who 
strongly endorsed the single department 
plan; and Capt. Gill Wilson, of the Na- 
tional Aeronautic Association, who urged 
a co-equal status for air power in any 
plan that may be adopted. 

Significant in connection with the pro- 
posals is a letter President Truman sent 
to the New York Herald-Tribune Forum 
on 31 Oct., in which he said, “We need 
all of the counsel and guidance that can 
be obtained through discussion of such 
paramount problems as those presented 
by proposals to control atomic energy, to 
Strengthen international relations, to 
merge the Army and Navy,” ete. 

The committee also received the report 
of the Joint Chiefs of Staff’s committee 
recommending, with one dissenting vote, 
the creation of a single department. The 
report was not made public immediately 
but the testimony of 65 officers, taken by 
the committee, was made available. 

The testimony revealed General of the 
Army Douglas MacArthur as sponsoring 
complete amalgamation to remove “the 
deadly animosities” between the services. 
He also favored one uniform for all and 
education at both Academies. 

General of the Army Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower also favored consolidation. 

Fleet Admiral Chester W. Nimitz, 
testifying last December, favored a single 
civilian secretary, but in recent inter- 
views he has changed this opinion to op- 
position. 

Admiral R. A. Spruance favored con- 
tinuation of the Joint Chiefs of Staff but 
opposed unification of the services. 

General Carl A. Spaatz favored a mer- 
ger with Air, Army, and Navy on equal 
footing and with identical uniforms. 

Yesterday the committee heard General 
George C. Kenney, commander of the Far 
Eastern Air Force, support the bill with 
equality for the Air Force. Next week 
the committee plans to hear Assistant 
Secretary of the Navy Hensel, Vice Adm. 
C. M. Cooke, jr., and Lt. Gen. James H. 
Doolittle. 

Meanwhile, in New York, Admiral 
Jonas H. Ingram, USN, commander in 
chief of the U. S. Atlantic Fleet, issued 
a statement declaring that the Navy is 
not satisfied “to be thrown into an amal- 
gamation with other branches of the gov- 
ernment which know little of our system, 
requirements, organization or viewpoint.” 
He added that “such a merger would be 
too much in line with Hitler and the Ger- 
man General Staff to be acceptable to the 
American way of life.” 

The plan presented by General Collins 
was designed to permit each of the Serv- 
ices to retain most of its present auton- 
omy, with the Army Air Forces severing 
its ties to the present War Department

Report Scores Unification 


Recommendations for a twelve point 
program designed to improve and bring 
more closely together the Army and 
Navy with other Government agencies as 
well as a flat negative on the question 
of merging the War and Navy Depart- 
ments under a single head, were made 
this week in a report on Unification of 
the War and Navy Departments and Post 
War Organization for National Se- 
curity. 

The report, released by the Senate Na- 
val Affairs Committee, was compiled by 
F. Eberstadt, a New York investment 
banker, former chairman of the Joint 
Army-Navy Munitions Board, and former 
Vice Chairman of the War Production 
Board. The report was prepared by Mr. 
Eberstadt at the request of Secretary of 
Navy Forrestal. 

In asking Mr. Eberstadt to undertake 
the study and report to him with recom- 
mendations, Secretary Forrestal asked 
that the report be confined to three ques- 
tions: 

1. Would unification of the War and Navy 
Departments under a single head improve our 
national security? 

2. If not, what changes in the present re- 
lationships of the Military Services and De- 
partments has our war experience indicated 
as desirable to improve our national security ? 

3. What form of post-war organization 
should be established and maintained to en- 
able the Military Services and other Govern- 
ment Departmentsand Agencies most ef- 
fectively to provide for and protect our na- 
tional security? 


No Improvement In Unification 

In answer to the first question the re- 
port concludes that under present condi- 
tions unification of the Army and Navy 
under a single head would not improve 
our national security. The report admits 
that in theory and logic unification ap- 
pears highly plausible, but contends that 
the experience of foreign countries 
which have adopted military unification 
does not commend it to our use. The re- 
port further emphasizes that in our early 
history the United States tried and 
abandoned it, and adds that it seems 
highly doubtful that one civilian Secre- 
tary, with limited tenure of office, could 
successfully administer the huge and 
complex structure resulting from a uni- 
fication of our military services. 

The report concluded that present 

“ills” can to a very considerable extent 
be remedied within the existing frame- 
work. 
; “We do not believe that unification will 
in practice offer a better vehicle for their 
cure, and we fear that unification would 
open the door to other and even greater 
weaknesses than those of our present 
system,” the report states. 


Present Plans Incomplete 

Insofar as recent plans for unification 
fail to deal with the need of each of the 
military services to get its own house in 
order, the report asserted, they fail to re- 
spond to a presently urgent military 
need. Insofar as they are concerned sim- 
ply with a merger of the military ser- 
vices, they fail to meet the essential need 
for stronger organizational ties between 
the military services and other govern- 
mental agencies, as well as with the civil- 
ian economy, in support of our national 
security, it was said.

Pearl Harbor 

Taking note of the contentions that 
Army-Navy unity might have prevented 
the Pearl Harbor disaster, Mr. Eberstadt 
asserted that both services were at fault 
in failing to keep area commanders in- 
formed. He said that the Pearl Harbor 
disaster did not expose a system that 
failed, but rather the failure of key in- 
dividuals to discharge with imagination 
and foresight the military-naval defen- 
sive responsibilities rested upon them. 


World War II Medal 


All members of the Armed Forces of 
the United States or of the Government 
of the Philippine Islands who served hon- 
orably on active duty at any time between 
7 Dec. 1941, and the termination of hos- 
tilities in the present war—as deter- 
mined by the President or Congress—are 
eligible to wear the new World War II 
Victory Medal, the War and Navy De- 
partments announced this week. 


The announcement added that all mem- 
bers of the United States Forces who 
served honorably on active duty within 
continental United States for an accumu- 
lative period of one year during World 
War II, between 7 Dec. 1941, and a date 
to be announced later, are eligible to wear 
the American Theater Ribbon. Previous- 
ly, the ribbon was awarded only to those 
serving in certain designated areas in the 
Western Hemisphere. 

Distribution of the World War II Vic- 
tory Ribbon to Army personnel in lieu 
of the medal will be made by the Army in 
limited quantities later at all separation 
installations. Production of the ribbon 
started this week. Plans for distribution 
of the ribbon to personnel of the armed 
forces who already have been discharged 
will be announced later. Plans for dis- 
tribution of the ribbon to Navy, Marine 
Corps and Coast Guard personnel being 
discharged also will be announced later. 

The World War II Victory Ribbon has 
a red center with narrow, vertical, white 
borders, which are flanked by double 
rainbows in juxtaposition. The ribbon 
will be worn immediately after the cam- | 
paign ribbons for World War II.

4. What final decision will be made by 
Congress on the various proposals to merge 
or reorganize the armed services and create 
new national security machinery, and, 

5. What will experiments prove to be the 
effect of the atomic bomb on conventional 
methods of warfare?

Service Taxes 

The House of Representatives in ap- 
proving the conference report of the Sen- 
ate and House conferees on the 1946 tax 
bill agreed to the Senate amendments af- 
fecting personnel of the armed forces, as 
outlined in last week’s ARMY AND NAVY 
JOURNAL. 

In addition to continuing the $1,500 ex- 
tra exemption for service personnel, the 
bill provides that: 

“1. All compensation received during 
any taxable year, beginning after 31 Dec. 
1940, and before the termination of the 
war, for service in the military or naval 
forces of the United States by an indi- 
vidual below the grade of a commissioned 
officer is excluded from income. All en- 
listed personnel would have no income- 
tax liability with respect to service pay, 
and would be relieved of filing returns, 
with respect to such pay. 

“2. The bill extends the time for paying 
taxes attributable to service pay of com- 
missioned officers; the tax if so deferred 
to be paid in 12 equal quarterly install- 
ments, without interest. 

“3. Similar extension of time for pay- 
ment is provided in the case of taxes at- 
tributable to preservice earned income 
for 1940 or 1941, which became due after 
the taxpayer’s entry into the service.” 





Would Abolish ASF 


The Patch Board, headed by Lt. ‘ien 
Alexander M. Patch, commanding gen- 
eral of the Fourth Army, has completed 
its study of post-war reorganization of 
the Army and has submitted its recom- 
mendations and tentative plan for con- 
sideration. 

Most drastic of the recommendations is 
the abolition of Army Service Forces 
Headquarters, the basic administrative 
structure of Army Air and Ground 
Forces apparently remaining virtually 
unchanged in the tentative plan. 

Elimination of ASF Headquarters 
would gather the seven technical services 
under the planning control G-4 division 


of the War Department General staff 
The proposal was also made that the 
nine service commands be abolished, 


transferring their functions to the four 
continental armies. 

Revival of ASF Headquarters in the 
event of another emergency was recom- 
mended, the belief of the Board being 
that small peacetime procurement will 
not require the administrative set-up 
necessary to handle the heavy war-time 
supply problem. 

The plan calls for retention of the func 
tions of the chiefs of arms, as in thie 
emergency measure, under the over-all 
supervision of the Army Ground Forces. 
The present status of the Army Air 
Forces would also remain unchanged, un 
less subsequent legislation gives it c- 
equal status with ground and sea arms 
under a single department of defense.

Edwin W. Pauley, California indus- 
trialist and oil man and President Tru- 
man’s adviser on reparations, is sched- 
led to succeed James Forrestal as Sec- 
retary of the Navy. 

When the change will take effect is not 
definite, but it probably will await the re- 
turn of Mr. Pauley from Japan where he 
went this week to consult with General 
of the Army Douglas MacArthur and his 
staff on the subject of Japanese repara- 
tions. 

While it is known that Mr. Forrestal 
contemplates entering the New York Sen- 
atorial race next year, it is understood 
that because of President Truman’s ad- 
miration for him and his great satisfac- 
tion with the excellent way in which Mr. 
Forrestal guided the Navy through the 
war period that he will offer Mr. For- 
restal another government post, possibly 
an ambassadorship. 

Mr. Pauley is special representative of 
the President with the rank of Ambas- 
sador. He recently finished his task with 
regard to German reparations after hav- 
ing spent four months in Moscow and 
Berlin. He left 1 Nov., with a staff of 


assistants, to start the Japanese part of 


his job. It is not known how long this 
will take, but it is estimated to be about 
60 days. 

Previously Mr. Pauley has_ been 
United States representative on the Al- 
lied Commission on Reparations and a 
special ambassador at the Potsdam con- 
ference. In 1941 he was in Russia in con- 
nection with Lend-Lease. 

In civil life he was president of the 
Petrol Corporation of Los Angeles. He is 
a former treasurer of the Democratic Na- 
tional Committee and Democratic Na- 
tional Committeeman from California. 
He is regent of the University of Califor- 
nia where he formerly taught economics. 

Mr. Pauley is 42 years of age and 
makes his home in Los Angeles and Bev- 
erly Hills. 


Reserves and Nat. Gd. 

The revised War Department policies 
for the post-war National Guard and Re- 
serves received final approval 13 Oct. 
from the Secretary of War and Chief of 
Staff and are now in the hands of the 
Special PInning Division of the War De- 
partment Special Staff which is studying 
regulations to be drawn up to implement 
them. 

It has also been learned that those 
final policies, which make many changes 
in the tentative policies promulgated 
some months ago by the War Department, 
will make necessary the drafting of leg- 
islation for modifying the National De- 
fense Act in order that it may conform 
to the new policies. 

It is understood that the principal fea- 
ture of the report is to remove the dis- 
tinction between commissions issued to 
Reserve, National Guard, and AUS offi- 
cers so that all will be on the same foot- 
ing as far as their Federal status is con- 
cerned. This single commission would 
probably be similar to the present AUS. 
It is argued that such a move would 
tend to greater unity and remove much 
of the present difficult bookkeeping and 
legislative differences between the 
groups. 

With many State Adjutants General 
expected in Washington next week to at- 
tend a conference of Selective Service di- 
rectors, Maj. Gen. Ellard A. Walsh, pres- 
ident of the National Guard Association 
of the United States, has called a meet- 
ing of State Adjutants General 6 Nov. at 
the Statler Hotel. The principal purpose 
of the meeting will be discussion of the 
effect of the new policies on the post-war 
National Guard. 








Army Separations Board 

Brig. Gen. Edward N. Backus has been 
relieved from his overseas assignment 
and upon completion of his present tem- 
porary duty on or about 15 Nov., will be 
on duty in the Office of the Secretary of 
War as a member of the Secretary of 
War’s Separations Board. 


ATC to Shanghai 


A direct Army air link between the 
American mainland and China was set up 
1 Nov. when the Army Air Transport 
Command extended its trans-Pacific op- 


erations from Tokyo to Shanghai.

Gen. Somervell Reports on War Work of ASF 


ENERAL Bréhon Somervell, com- 

manding General of the Army Serv- 
ice Forces, in his farewell report on the 
work of his organization paid high trib- 
ute to his staff officers and said that the 
group had accomplished efficiently and 
with a minimum of waste, dishonesty and 
red tape, the gigantic war time job it set 
out to do. 

He said that never before in human 
experience had any group been called 
upon to do more work in less time. 

Never in human experience, he said, had 
men attempted to do so much, so fast, to 
manufacture on so immense a scale, to 
ship so many tons of freight to move so 
many men, to purchase so many millions 
of dollars worth of anything, to design so 
many machines to weld so many diverse 
activities together and to attempt so 
much in new and untried devices. 

The text of his report follows: 


ANNUAL REPORT FOR 1945 


Since the Army’s supply, technical and 
administrative services were merged into a 
single unit in March, 1942, to become the 
Army Service Forces, there has been but 
one driving force behind all their efforts, but 
one aim to guide their endeavors, but one 
single thought in the minds of their leaders 
.... VICTORY. Early victory meant a cessa- 
tion of battle; early victory meant a stop in 
the loss of American lives; early victory 
meant the end of the degradation of countless 
conquered peoples; early victory meant the 
return to our way of life and the possibility 
for liberated peoples who believed in the same 
ideals to return to theirs; early victory meant 
the return of the bulk of our soldiers and sail- 
ors to their loves ones and the pursuits they 
wished to follow. 

Success of our combat forces depended on 
the adequacy of the support that ASF might 
be able to supply. Swift success was impera- 
tive and failure unthinkable. 

Victory is now ours. Victory in the great- 
est war of all times has come through the 
leadership, skill and courage of our fighting 
men. ASF gave a full measure of support to 
these men in every quarter of the globe, The 
knowledge that this was done is ASF’s re- 
ward for the brains, sweat, courage and per- 
severance devoted to the task by its millions 
of soldiers and civilians, men from the pro- 
fessions, industries, capital and labor. 

The pitifully small beginnings available to 
build an army served only to magnify the 
enormous task ahead. The struggle during 
the first two years has been set forth in pre- 
vious reports. 

It was evident then even to the layman that 
the task ahead was well nigh insuperable 
TIME, that most precious and most expensive 
element, would be the major factor in the 
program. To bolster our own determination 
and to fortify the weaker spirits ASF adopted 
a brash and boastful slogan: 

“The Impossible We Do At Once; The Mirac- 
ulous Takes A Little Longer” 


It remained to make good, The slogan was 
tacked to the walls of offices in the Pentagon 
and in shops, foundries, warehouses, docks 
and all manner of places throughout the coun- 
try. It, became the whiplash which drove us 
Gay and night. With the gathering might 
which each addition to the Army in men and 
material gave us, the tasks became greater, 
but fortunately so were our means. 

The ASF had a job of work to do. Nothing 
could stand in the way of its swift accom- 
plishment. The problems were manifold. 
There was the task of digging out enough 
raw materials to make all that had to be 
made, and the additional task of convincing 
a persistent minority that the military must 
be served first, at whatever inconvenience to 
others. There was the business of land on 
which to build camps and hospitals and air- 
fields and bombing ranges. There was the ac- 
tual construction to be accomplished swiftly 
in spite of shortages of labor and materials. 
Military production had to he expanded. 
Ports had to be made ready. Millions of men 
had to be trained to countless jobs. 

In those early months only one thing 
counted. Th t thing was speed. Speed in get- 
ting into m,litarv production. Speed in head- 
quarters itself. Sneed on the drawing boards 
of the planners. Speed in the shops and mines, 
in the forests and on the railroads and water- 
ways. Speed in the ports and the new depots 
and camps. Speed in making decisions and in 
earrying them out. 

New plans had to be drawn for new wea- 
pons to meet new conditions of war. New 
tools had to be designed and hammered out 
to make these new machines. New buildings 
had to be constructed to house the new tools. 
New workers had to be trained to use them. 
New materials had to be found in abundance 
to replace traditional materials which were 
scarce. 

The ASF faced the problem of managing 
these diverse and far-flung onerations. It had 
to set up the structure within which they 
could be made to work. It had to find the 
men best fitted to accomplish its hundreds of 
thousands of highly specialized tasks. It had 





to integrate and coordinate their labors. It 
had to apply some checks and balances. It 
had to institute new management methods, 
improve old ones. It had to design and build 
the machinery of the largest and most com- 
plicated business in history; had to find ex- 
actly the right personnel to operate that bus- 
iness smoothly at all levels; had to get im- 
mediate results. Its self-imposed slogan drove 
it relentlessly. 

The first year of the Army Service Forces 
saw the first part of the slogan fulfilled. The 
‘ASF accomplished the impossible immediate- 
ly. It built the plants, tooled them and 
manned them, designed the new weapons and 
put them into mass production. The new 
Army was housed, clothed, fed. We were on 
our way. 

It had been a good start. Now came the 
second test. Having started, could the ASF 
maintain its tempo of accomplishment? Could 
all the new weapons and supplies be turned 
out in sufficient quantity for our mass Army, 
on time? There would be mistakes. There 
would be crookedness. Everyone knew that. 
There would be false starts, examples of bad 
judgment, some waste. But would there be 
enough of these things, caused by the ur- 
gency of the demand, to affect the outcome 
on the fighting fronts of the world? That was 
the question. One of the miracles has been 
that there have been so few of these errors 
of judgment, so few false starts, so little 
thievery, so little graft or misappropriation 
of funds. 

By this time, the ASF had been recast more 
than once. Only the producers remained, 
those who had the courage to take a long 
chance to attain a difficult end. All others 
had to go, to make way for men who helieved 
in the slogan, men with enough self-confi- 
dence, conceit or egotism if you will, to con- 
vince themselves that they could accomplish 
the impossible at once. 

These men came from the Army, from in- 
dustry, from the railroads and steamship 
lines, from the laboratories of great univer- 
sities, from banking and business, from the 
professions. By the end of the second year, 
only three percent of the ASF officers were 
professional soldiers. The others had come 
from civil life, had put on the uniform and 
gone to work. 

The Army had searched the nation for them 
and had taken men who in their previous ex- 
perience had gained some understanding of 
the problems involved. Not one among these 
new officers, however, had ever faced anything 
as vast and as demanding as the job before 
him. Never in human experience had men at- 
tempted to do so much so fast, to manufac- 
ture on so immense a scale, to ship so many 
tons of freight, to move so many men, to 
purchase so many millions of dollars worth 
of anything, to design so many machines, to 
weld so many diverse activities together and 
to attempt so much in new and untried de- 
vices. 

Production mounted steadily. Weapons 
poured out of new munitions plants. Scien- 
tists found means of using new raw materials 
to take the place of scarce substances; engi- 
neers found new means to produce more of 
everything faster. Military men designed new 
weapons, improved old ones. Mechanics and 
farmers, housewives and preachers and school 
children stood along the assembly lines of 
the nation turning out the tools of battle. 

Our troops already were in action at the 
beginning of the second fiscal year. They 
were fighting the Germans and Italians in 
Africa, learning the business of battle on the 
beaches at Casablanca and Oran, on the docks 
at Algiers, on the thirsty hillsides of Mo- 
rocco, Algeria and Tunisia, They tested the 
tools of their new profession and found them 
good. Of only one thing could we be sure— 
that their demands would be for more.... 
more.... 

Around the clock, day and night, week 
after week, month after month, industrial 
America labored to keep up with the endless, 
growing demand. Men were talking no longer 
of defense. That phase ended in the first year.

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Navy Reorganization 

The reorganization of the Navy De- 
partment high Command resulting from 
an executive order issued earlier this 
month is nearing completion with the Of- 
fice of Commander in Chief U. 8. Fleet 
having been abolished and the assignment 
of its officers to other duties in the Of- 
fice of the Chief of Naval Operations. 

While the title of Commander in Chief 
U. S. Fleet is no longer held by Fleet 
Admiral Ernest J. King, USN, he remains 
the Chief of Naval Operations which now 
covers command of the fleet afloat, and 
at the same time makes him principal 
naval adviser to the President. 

The original executive order is still re- 
garded as a transition measure which 
will enable the Navy to incorporate in 
its ultimate organization some of the im- 
provements indicated by its wartime ex- 
perience. Changes being made at this 
time, it was stated, were made in an ex- 
ecutive order so that they may be tested 
for a period of time after which the 
President is expected to make legislative 
recommendations to Congress, formally 
reorganizing the Navy on a permanent 
basis. 

Under the new set-up Deputy Com- 
mander in Chief, United States Fleet, 
and Deputy Chief of Naval Operations, 
Vice Admiral R. 8. Edwards, USN, is 
tiow Vice Chief Naval operations, Acting 
as Special Assistant to the Chief of Naval 
Operations. 

Vice Chief of Naval Operations, Vice 
Admiral F. J. Horne, is now Vice Chief 
of Naval Operations, Acting as special 
assistant to the Chief of Naval Opera- 
tions. 

Vice Admiral Mare A. Mitscher, re- 
— Deputy Chief of Naval Operations 
(Air). 

Vice Admiral C. M. Cooke, jr., USN, 
formerly Chief of Staff to the Command- 
er in Chief, is now Deputy Chief Naval 
Operations for Operations. 

Vice Admiral W. 8. Farber, formerly 





sub-Chief Naval Operations, is now 
Deputy Chief Naval Operations for 
Logistics. 


Vice Admiral Louis B. Denfeld, pres- 
ently Chief of Bureau of Naval Person- 
nel, is now, in addition, Deputy Chief 
Naval Operations for Personnel. 

Rear Adm. B. H. Bieri, formerly 
Deputy Chief of Staff, is now Deputy 
Chief Naval Operations for Administra- 
tion. 

In addition to the above the Bureau of 
Yards and Docks, headed by Vice Ad- 
miral Ben Moreel, is being handled tem- 
porarily by the Assistant Chief of the 
Bureau, Rear Adm. Lewis B. Combs, 
while the former is acting as officer in 
charge of the Navy’s Petroleum Oil 
plants. 

One purpose of the reorganization is 
to bring all offices under the jurisdiction 
of the Office of Chief of Naval Opera- 
tions. In effect the change reorganizes 
the Navy into three grand divisions. 
These cover military matters, general and 
administrative matters, and business and 
related industrial matters. 

The Office of the Commander in Chief 
U. 8S. Fleet was actually abolished by the 
Navy Department on 10 Oct., only a few 
days after the original White House di- 
rective. Since that time the Navy has 
rapidly been assigning duties to high 
command personnel so that the intent of 
the executive order could be carried out 
as quickly as possible. 


Navy Nurse Pay Bill 

To overcome the inequity in the pay 
and disability retirement pay of members 
of the Navy Nurse Corps, 8S. 1491 has been 
reported to the Senate this week by the 
Senate Naval Committee. By the provi- 
sions of the bill Navy nurses would ac- 
quire all the pay privileges other officers 
have including higher retirement pay 
than they have had heretofore. The bill 
is identical with the one, H.R. 4411, re- 
ported last week by the House Naval 
Committee. 


Authority To Confer Degrees 

The Senate Naval Committee has this 
week reported S. 1493, a bill which would 
authorize the Superintendent of the 
Postgraduate School at Annapolis to 
confer masters or doctors degrees on 
ae in engineering and related 
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New Giant Mortar 

The War Department this week re- 
vealed details of the giant 914MM (36%- 
inch) mobile mortar, largest and most 
destructive weapon of its kind, capable of 
hurling a 38,650-pound projectile a dis- 
tance of six miles. 

Dubbed “Little David,” the giant mor- 
tar has a rifled, 22-foot, muzzle-loading 
tube which, with its firing mechanism 
and other parts making up the tube as- 
sembly, 
pounds. The mortar’s base assembly, on 
which the tube rests, is constructed like 
a huge box and weighs 93,000 pounds. 

While traveling the mortar’s tube and 
base assemblies each make up separate 
tractor loads. A complete “Little David” 
unit also includes a bulldozer and crane 
with bucket shovel to dig the emplace- 
ment. The huge mortar can be emplaced 
in 12 hours, while the largest (820MM) 
known German artillery weapons were 
hauled on 25 railway cars and required 
three weeks to put in firing position. 

No freak weapon, “Little David” has 
been rigidly tested at the Ordnance De- 
partment’s Aberdeen Proving Grounds 
and has proven capable of producing ter- 
rific explosive effect on the most resistant 
targets, according to Maj. Gen. Henry 
B. Sayler, Deputy Chief of Ordnance. 
The weapon had been scheduled for use 
in the proposed assault against Japan. 

The mortar’s base assembly contains 
the elevating and traversing mechanisms 
and all control equipment. The base is 
18 feet long, nine feet wide and 10 feet 
high. It has six built-in hydraulic jacks 
for installation and removal and contains 
the pump which supplies hydraulic pres- 
sure for all jacks and mortars and for 
the traversing and elevating mechanism. 

Various methods for emplacing the 
giant mortar were tried and the ramp 
system was found most satisfactory. 
This requires a deep pit with a ramp 
leading to the surface. The base assembly 
is driven into the pit and earth packed 
around the base until it is flush with the 
surface. 

The tube assembly is then driven on 
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steel runways over the top of the base 
and lowered into position by hydraulic 
jacks. 

The mortar’s 3,650-pound projectile is 
brought to the emplacement by truck. In 
loading, the doughnut-shaped propelling 
charges, consisting of a 136-pound 
powder-base and two equal increments 
weighing 41 pounds each, are placed in the 
tube. 

Then the projectile, containing a 1,550 
bursting charge made of Picratol, is 
lifted by means of a light-weight sling 
around its girth and placed in position 
at the muzzle of the tube. 

With the tube in a horizontal position, 
two or three men start the projectile on 
its way about six or eight inches into the 
muzzle. After the tube is raised, the pro- 
jectile slides down to a seat at the front 
of the powder chamber in about 20 sec- 
onds. Unlike small mortars where the 
projectile is fired as it strikes a firing 
pin at the base of the tube, the “Little 
David” projectile rests in the chamber. 
Then, after the range has been checked, 
the mortar is fired by use of a conven- 
tional lanyard. 

A three-quarter caliber aluminum 
windshield attached to the projectile to 
improve flight characteristics gives the 
shell the appearance of a huge top. 

Three complete units of “Little David” 
were manufactured for the land warfare 
on Japan. One of the weapons is now at 
Aberdeen Proving Grounds and the other 
two are used at ground force centers 
for training. 


Award to Col. A. Warner 


Col. Albert A. Warner, until recently 
Chief of the War Intelligence Division, 
War Department Bureau of Public Re- 
lations, has been awarded the Legion of 
Merit. 

Presentation of the medal was made 31 
Oct. by Maj. Gen. A. D. Surles, Director 
of Information, War Department, in his 
office in The Pentagon. 

Colonel Warner, who returned to in- 
active status several weeks ago, is Direc- 
tor of News and Special Events for Radio 
Station WOL and the Mutual Broadecast- 
ing Company, with headquarters in 
Washington, D. C. 


38th Division Homebound 


The 38th Infantry “Cyclone” Division, 
veteran of hard fighting in the Pacific 
where it became known as the “Avenger 
of Bataan,” began arriving at Los Angeles 
—_ San Francisco, 29 Oct. for inactiva- 
tion. 
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Army Retirement Policy 


All Regular Army officers who have 
been retired for physical disability and 
who were recalled to active duty during 
the emergency will be returned to inac- 
tive status not later than 30 June 1946. 
Terminal leave must be completed on or 
before the same date. This applies to all 
Regular Army officer personnel, includ- 
ing nurses and warrant officers. 

Regular Army officers who are directed 
to appear before a retiring board and 
whose retirement is subsequently ap- 
proved by the War Department will not 
be retained on active duty. 


Forces In South Atlantic 


The U. 8. Agmy Forces in the South 
Atlantic were inactivated 31 Oct. 1945, 
it was announced this week by Maj. Gen. 
Ralph H. Wooten, Commanding General. 

Peak strength of the USAFSA, ex- 
clusive of those assigned to the South 
Atlantic Division of the A.T.C., was about 
5,000 troops. As traffic across the South 
Atlantic has fallen off and preparation 
for final inactivation was begun, this 
number has been gradually reduced. 

The South Atlantic Wing of the A.T.C. 
will continue to operate in that area until 
such time as the need for aircraft opera- 
tions across the South Atlantic no longer 
exist. 


Get WACs Out of Europe 

Hq., European Theatre — WAC’s will 
not be used in the Army of Occupation, 
it was announced by Lt. Col. Mary A. 
Hallaron, WAC Staff Director. 

According to present War Department 
policy, all theaters of operations will be 
cleared of WAC personnel by 1 April, Lt. 
Colonel Hallaren stated. Steady de- 
mobilization in the United States will 
bring the Women’s Army Corps to an ad- 
justed strength of approximately 30,000 
by 1 July 1946. Gradual total demobili- 
zation will follow during the succeeding 
months. No date has been set for the 
complete dissolution of the Corps.

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Reduce Flag Officers 


A double barreled effort is under way 
in the Navy to reduce the number of flag 
officers on the active list in order to make 
way for the promotion of younger officers 
to guide the post-war establishment. 

One phase of the effort is a new order 
which has gone forth directing the phys- 
ical examination of every Regular active 
Navy and Marine Corps officer over 50 
years of age or who will reach the age 
of 50 during the calendar year 1946. 
Boards for this purpose are to be con- 
vened in January and all officers about 
whom there is any doubt as to their phys- 
ical ability to perform all duties of their 
ranks at sea or in the field will be recom- 
mended for hospitalization. 

Another phase is involved in a series 
of letters being sent out by the Chief of 
Naval Personnel to all flag officers call- 
ing their attention to pending legislation, 
such as that authorizing the selection out 
of flag officers, and asking them to ad- 
vise the Bureau as to their intentions— 
that is as to whether they will apply for 
voluntary or physical retirement. 

The directive for the physical examina- 
tions states that its purpose is to insure 
“that senior officers who may be placed 
in positions of great command responsi- 
bility will be in all respects physically 
qualified for such positions.” 

The examinations are to be detailed 
and thorough. 

The following officers will be exempt 
from the examination: 

(a) Officers of the retired list on active duty. 

(b) Officers who will reach the age of 64 
during the year 1946. 

(c) Officers who have been physically ex- 
amined for promotion during preceding 6 
months. 

(d) Nurses. 

(e) Reserve officers on active duty. 


Navy Reduces Vision Standards 


Under new standards, approved by the 
Secretary of Navy, Naval Academy candi- 
dates with a slight degree of myopia may 
be considered for acceptance, if they still 
have 20/20 vision in each eye, it was dis- 
closed this week. 

Minimum vision required of line candi- 
dates for commission in the regular Navy 
is now 15/20 in each eye correctible to 
20/20; for staff corps candidates and of- 
ficers assigned to engineering duty only 
and to other specialized duty, 8/20 in 
each eye correctable to 20/20. 

Previously, requirements for com- 
mission in the line were 18/20 in each 
eye, correctable to 20/20, and for staff 
corps officers 12/20 in each eye correct- 
able to 20/20. Any degree of myopia or 
myopic astigmatism formerly disqualified 
a candidate for the Naval Academy. New 
standards were decided upon after careful 
study, and with particular consideration 
for the excellent record of accomplish- 
ment during the war by officers and en- 
listed personnel who had a moderate de- 
gree of visual refractive error. 





Navy Involuntary Retirement 

The Senate Naval Committee resumed 
hearings this week on S. 1405, the bill 
that would authorize the President to re- 
tire certain officers of the Regular Navy 
and Marine Corps for age, physical de- 


‘ficiency, or professional incapacity. 


It would apply to officers of the line 
and staff corps in the Regular Navy, serv- 
ing in the ranks of rear admiral and com- 
modore, and officers of the Regular Ma- 
rine Corps serving in the ranks of briga- 
dier general and major general. The bill 
was introduced in the belief that with 
the successful conclusion of the war “the 
services of a number of officers—particu- 
larly somé of those in the higher ranks, 
cannot be utilized.” 

Explanatory of the bill, Vice Adm. 
Louis E. Denfeld, Chief of Naval Person- 
nel, made the following statement : 

“In order to make the necessary readjust- 
ment in the active list of the regular Naval 
establishment, the subject bill will authorize 
the Secretary of the Navy to convene boards 
composed of senior Naval officers to review 
the records of officers and make recommenda- 
tion concerning the retirement. 

“Among other provisions, the bill author- 
izes enlisted men who served in commissioned 
grades during the war to have the highest 
rank or rating held during the war upon their 
transfer to the Fleet Reserve or on release 
to inactive duty,if already in the Fleet Re- 
serve; this same highest rank or rating is 
provided for reserve officers on release to in- 
active duty and to retired officers and men 
on return to inactive status, and to officers 
and men of the regular Navy when subse- 
quently retired. Retired pay is based on the 
highest rank or rating held. 

“Provisions are made for voluntary retire- 
ment after 20 years’ active service, at least 
10 years of which must have been active 
commissioned service, for regular or reserve 
officers of the Navy and Marine Corps.” 

In the course of questioning by mem- 
bers of the Senate committee Admiral 
Denfeld said that the bill would revive 
temporarily, for the period until the end 
of the war is officially declared, the selec- 
tion system, and that this would continue 
until permanent legislation is reenacted. 





Rank of Navy Bureau Chiefs 


The Senate Naval Committee this week 
reported H.R. 1862, a bill which 

(1) Authorizes a chief of bureau after 
serving one year to be promoted to the 
rank of vice admiral; (2) permits a chief 
of bureau so promoted to be retired on 
his own application after three years’ 
service with the rank and retired pay of 
vice admiral; (3) permits a chief of 
bureau holding the rank of vice admiral 
to be retired in that rank for physical dis- 
abilities at any time during his term of 
service as such chief of bureau; (4) pro- 
vides that a chief of bureau, upon com- 
pletion of his term of service as such, 
shall have the permanent rank of rear 
admiral of the upper half if of a lower 
permanent rank; (5) provides that an 
assistant chief of bureau shall have the 
rank of rear admiral. 
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Navy Berths Reserve Fleet 

Representing a little more than one. 
fifth of the Navy’s wartime strength of 
11,500 regularly manned ships, 2,08 
ships will be placed in inactive status in 
fourteen East, West and Gulf Coast ports 
under the Navy’s plan for permanent 
berthing of its Reserve Fleet. 

The Navy said that approximately 5, 
500 vessels are destined to be sold or 
scrapped. The remainder of the present 
active vessels of the Navy will be retained 
in the Active and Reserve Fleets. Ap 
proximately 400 of these are combatant 
vessels, the remainder being mine, patrol, 
landing, and auxiliary vessels and dis. 
trict craft of various types, plus those 
in the peacetime Naval Transport Sery- 
ice. 

Location of Large Ships 

A total of 1,007 ships of the Reserve 
Fleet are destined for berthing in East 
Coast areas, 924 in West Coast Areas and 
149 in the Gulf area. There are five other 
berthing areas under study for accom- 
modation of additional ships if required. 
Of the big battleships 1 will be berthed 
at Boston Navy Yard Annex; 2 at Phila- 
delphia Reserve Basin together with 9 
heavy cruisers. One battleship will be 
berthed at the Navy Yard, Norfolk while 
five Aircraft carriers will be berthed at 
Newport News Shipbuilding and Drydock 
Company. 

At the Bremerton Washington Navy 
Yard there will be berthed 3 battleships 
and 5 Heavy Cruisers as well as 8 Air- 
craft. Carriers. 

Capt. Rufus G. Thayer, USN, in 
charge of implementing the berthing of 
the Navy’s inactive fleet, said the basic 
policy of:the laying up plan has been to 
use the existing naval facilities for this 
purpose wherever possible. Berthing 
schedules at two naval stations, Bremer- 
ton and San Diego, are suject to 
modification at the present time. 


Will Be Kept in Condition 

Ships will be secured to berths and will 
be made airtight to prevent corroston and 
decomposition of materials. They will be 
de-humidified with a form of inexpensive 
air-conditioning developed by the Navy. 
All stores, except provisions, ammunition 
and fuel, will be kept on board. Electric 
power needed for maintenance will be 
obtained from shore facilities. The ves- 
sels will be maintained in such a man- 
ner that it will be possible to man them 
fully within ten days and ready for sea 
action after a 20-day shakedown cruise.

Troop Carrier Liaison 

Stout Field, Ind.—Continuing effective 
liaison first begun in the earliest cam- 
paigns of the European Theater, Maj.

13th Air Force 

Leyte—Brig. Gen. Earl W. Barnes of 
Crawford, Neb., has assumed command 
of the 13th Air Force during the tem- 
porary absence of Maj. Gen. Paul B. 
Wurtsmith. He is the fifth general offi- 
cer to command the famed “Jungle Air 
Force” since its activation on Guadal-

Col. Archibald M. Kelley, former di- 
rector of training at the AAF School of 
Applied Tactics, Orlando, Fla., is the new 
chief of staff of the 13th Air Force. Col- 
onel Kelley, before his assignment to the 
School ef Applied Tactics, helped lay the 
organizational plans of the school. 
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Strategic Bombing Survey 


Allied air power was decisive in the 
war in Western Europe, according to the 
report of the U. S. Strategic Bombing 
Survey this week. 

The committee, composed of 12 civil- 
ians headed by Franklin D’Olier and as- 
sisted by 300 civilians, 350 officers, and 
500 enlisted men, was appointed in No- 
vember 1944 by the late President Roose- 
velt. They are now studying the effects 
of the air attack on Japan. 

“Hindsight inevitably suggests that it 
(air power) might have been employed 
differently or better in some respects,” 
the report states. “Nevertheless, it was 
decisive. In the air, its victory was com- 
plete. At sea, its contribution, combined 
with naval power, brought an end to the 


enemy’s greatest naval threat—the U- 
boat; on land, it helped turn the tide 


overwhelmingly in favor of Allied ground 
forces. 

“Its power and superiority made possi- 
ble the success of the invasion. It brought 
the economy which sustained the enemy’s 
armed forces to virtual collapse although 
the full effect of this collapse had not 
reached the enemy’s front lines when they 
were overrun by Allied forces. It brought 
home to the German people the full im- 
pact of modern war with all its horror 
and suffering. Its imprint on the German 
nation will be lasting.” 

Great Cost 


The report declared, however, that: 

“The achievements of Allied air power 
were attained only with difficulty and 
great cost in men, material, and effort. Its 
success depended on the courage, forti- 
tude, and gallant action of the officers 
and men of the air crews and commands. 
It depended also on a superiority in lead- 
ership, ability, and basic strength. These 
led to a timely and careful training of 
pilots and crews in volume; to the pro- 
duction of planes, weapons, and supplies 
in great numbers and of high quality; to 
the securing of adequate bases and sup- 
ply routes; to speed and ingenuity in de- 
velopment; and to cooperation with 
strong and faithful Allies. The failure of 
any one of these might have seriously 
narrowed and even eliminated the mar- 
gin.” 

Gen. Arnold’s Comments 

Commenting on the report, General of 
the Army H. H. Arnold, Commanding 
General, Army Air Forces, said: 

“We are naturally gratified that this group 
of independent experts reached the basic con- 
clusion that “Allied Air power was decisive 
in the war in Western Europe.” We are 
equally glad to have the benefit of this 
Group’s views on those phases of operations 
in a new and untried field which paid off 
in a big way and those which were less ef- 
fective. I feel that the people of the United 
States are indebted to Mr. D’Olier and his 
able associates for pointing out lessons which 
will be of great value in determining our fu- 


| ture requirements for national security.” 


Speaking of the future, the Survey re- 
ported that the best way to win a war is 
to prevent it from occurring. “The de- 
velopment of an intelligent and coordi- 
nated approach to American security,” 
the report declared, “can and should take 
place within the framework of the se- 
curity organization of the United Na- 
tions.” Discussing the future, the Survey 
said: 

“The air war in Europe was marked by 
continuous development and evolution. This 
process did not stop on VE-day; great strides 
have been made since in machines, weapons, 
and techniques. No greater or more dan- 
gerous mistake could be made than to as- 
sume that the same policies and practices 
that won the war in Europe will be suf- 
ficient to win the next one—if there should 
be another. The results achieved in Europe 
will not give the answer to future problems; 
they should be treated rather as signposts 
pointing the direction in which such answers 
may be found. 

“The great lesson to be learned in the bat- 
tered towns of England and the ruined cities 


of Germany is that the best way to win a ° 


war is to prevent it from occurring. That 
must be the ultimate end to which our best 
efforts are devoted. It has been suggested— 
and wisely so—that this objective is well 
served by insuring the strength and the 
security of the United States.” 

Excerpts from the conclusions of the 
report follow: 

“1, The German experience suggests that 
even a first class military power—rugged and 
resilient as Germany was—cannot live long 
under full-scale and free exploitation of air 
weapons over the heart of its territory. By 
the beginning of 1945, before the invasion of 
the homeland itself, Germany was reaching a 
state of helplessness. 


“2, The significance of full domination of 





the air over the enemy—both over its armed 
forces and over its sustaining economy—must 
be emphasized. That domination of the air 
was essenfial. Without it, attacks on the 
basic economy of the enemy could not have 
been delivered in sufficient force and with 
sufficient freedom to bring effective and last- 
ing results. 

“3. As the air offensive gained in tempo, the 
Germans were unable to prevent the decline 
and eventual collapse of their economy, 
Nevertheless, the recuperative and defensive 
powers of Germany were immense; the speed 
and ingenuity with which they rebuilt and 
maintained essential war industries in opera- 
tion clearly surpassed Allied expectations. 

“4. The mental reaction of the German peo- 
ple to air attack is significant. Under ruthless 
Nazi control they showed surprising resist- 
ance to the terror and hardships of repeated 
air attack, to the destruction of their homes 
and belongings, and to the conditions under 
which they were reduced to live. 

“5. The importance of careful selection of 
targets for air attack is emphasized by the 
German experience. The Germans were far 
more concerned over attacks on one or more 
of their basic industries and services—their 
oil, chemical, or steel industries or their 
power or transportation networks—than they 
were over attacks on their armament indus- 
try or the city areas. The most serious at- 
tacks were those which destroyed the indus- 
try or service which most indispensably 
served other industries. The Germans found 
it clearly more important to devise measures 
for the protection of basic industries and 
services than for the protection of factories 
turning out finished products. 

Re-attacks Necessary 

“6. The German experience showed that, 
whatever the target system, no indispensable 
industry was permanently put out of com- 
mission by a single attack. Persistent re- 
attack was necessary. 

“7. In the field of strategic intelligence, 
there was an important need for further and 
more accurate information, especially before 
and during the early phases of the war. The 
information on the Germany economy avyail- 
able to the United States Air Forces at the 
outset of the war was inadequate. 

“8. Among the most significant of the other 
factors which contributed to the success of 
the air effort was the extraordinary progress 
during the war of Allied research, develop- 
ment, and production. As a result of this 
progress, the air forces eventually brought to 
the attack superiority in both numbers and 
quality of crews, aircraft, and equipment. 
Constant and unending effort was required, 
however, to overcome the initial advantages 
of the enemy and later to keep pace with 
his research and technology. It was for- 
tunate that the leaders of the German Air 
Force relied too heavily on their initial ad- 
vantage. For this reason they failed to devel- 
op, in time, weapons, such as their jet-pro- 
pelled planes, that might have substantially 
improved their position. There was hazard, 
on the other hand, in the fact that the Allies 
were behind the Germans in the development 
of jet-propelled aircraft. The Germans de- 
velopment of the V weapons, especially the 
V-2, is also noteworthy.” 


AAF Mission in India-Burma 


The main mission of the Army Air 
Forces in the India-Burma Theater has 
become one of demobilization and the re- 
turn of all troops to the United States 
as quickly as_ possible, Maj. Gen. 
Thomas J. Hanley, jr.. Army Air Force 
commander in India and Burma, said 
after conferences at AAF Headquarters 
this week. 

“At the end of the war with Japan 
there were approximately 100,000 Air 
Force troops in the India-Burma The- 
ater,” he said. “These included the Air 
Service Command, the Air Transport 
Command, and the combat units of the 
Tenth Air Force which had not been re- 
deployed to China.” 

Main combat units remaining are the 
7th Bombardment Group, 308th Bom- 
bardment Group, Ist and 2d Air Com- 
mando Groups, 4th Combat Cargo Group, 
and the 80th and 33d Fighter Groups. 
With the exception of the 4th Combat 
Cargo Group, all of these units are await- 
ing transportation and a call to the ports.

Stout Field, Ind.—Successfully break- 
ing one bottleneck in the discharge pro- 
gram, the Finance School for Separation 
Activities established by direction of 
Continental Air Forces has sent 49 en- 
listed men to duty at AAF Separation 
Bases.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


® FOREIGN AFFAIRS, General Marshall’s sober warning in his address before 
the New York Herald Tribune Forum against the danger of our rapid demobilization 
becoming a disintegration, was addressed to a fundamental situation. It was given 
at the psychological moment when an accommodation with far-reaching implications is 
in process with Russia, and after an exposition of our foreign policy by President Tru- 
man on Navy Day. 

What General Marshall stated was a proposition that has been agitating him and 
other leaders ever since, in response to an emotional demand from the American people 
to bring the boys home our demobilization has reached a pace that, if not soon checked, 
may rob us of the fruits of victory bought at high price in the greatest of all wars. 

Other nations recognize this and are watching our demobilization with intense 
interest. For of what avail will be neatly phrased foreign policies, if the force to sup- 
port them is not available? In such circumstances an accommodation with Russia 
would be a thinly disguised retreat. 

President Truman has recognized the danger in his appeal to Congress for a sys- 
tem of universal military training as well as in his Navy Day speech. 

In the meantime signs have multiplied that an accommodation is in progress. These 
signs are found in Russia’s approval of the United Nations Charter at just the right 
time to bring the World Security Organization into operation with all credit due to 
Moscow, and including the diplomatic exchanges over the Far Eastern Advisory Com- 
mission and Ambassador Harriman’s conversations with Generalissimo Stalin. Im- 
plied are concessions on both sides, but their precise significance will not be known un- 
til the smoke has cleared away. Conversations and exchanges are still occurring. They 
are directed to the Balkans and Eastern Europe, Japan and China. 

An appraisal of current developments is complicated by the fact that the Presi- 
dent and the Secretary of State in their recent speeches together have not succeeded 
fully in clarifying policy. Mr. Truman’s Navy Day enunciation point by point of our 
foreign policy was in large part a re-statement of his position—one that was favorably 
received in Moscow and.London. It was also firm, especially in his statement of non- 
recognition with respect to a regime forcibly imposed by one nation on another. 
Obviously Russia and her European neighbors were in his mind, although this sub- 
sequently was denied by Secretary Patterson. It is a policy which, of course, cannot be 
fastened upon succeeding Presidents, while in one form and another it has had vary- 
ing fortunes ever since Woodrow Wilson first departed from the simple, classic 
definition of non-recognition policy of Thomas Jefferson more than thirty years ago. 

Yet a few days after the President spoke Mr. Byrnes in his speech enunciated 
what was tantamount to a recognition of spheres of influence in Europe for Russia. 
Such qualifications as he entered added up to an appeal to Moscow to be 
good. It is the first expression of this sort by an American Secretary of State since 
the Lansing-Ishii agreement of 1917—an agreement in its recognition of a special 
Japanese sphere of influence in East Asia which lasted only five years. And it runs 
counter to the policies of Cordell Hull to whom spheres of influence and power politics 
are anathema. 

Secretary Byrnes in all the compromises he has suggested on the control of Japan, 
has stood behind General MacArthur. If, as now is expected, Russia agrees to par- 
ticipate in the Far Bastern Advisory Commission, provided there is a control council 
for Japan under the presidency of General MacArthur, that would seem to imply 
tacit approval on our part of the Balkan control machinery which is under Russian 
direction. Perhaps that was Russia’s aim in the first place, and our attitude now 
justifies Generalissimo Stalin in sending his friendly assurances to President Truman 
through Ambassador Harriman. 

But more should be found in the picture when it is finally revealed. The pos- 
sibility must not be overlooked of Russian reactions in the form of policy toward 
China where our Marines are now “assisting” Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek to dis- 
arm Japanese in North China who have never surrendered. This has provoked crit- 
icism from the Chinese Communists who are scheduled to move into North Manchuria 

as the Russian army withdraws, leaving the all important communications permanent- 
ly in Soviet hands under formal agreement with Chungking. 

In the meantime we are making steady and encouraging progress in our control 
of Japan even though the European picture with winter approaching is black. Prime 
Minister Attlee and his Foreign Secretary, Mr. Bevin, are coming to Washington early 
this month to discuss with President Truman international aspects of the atomic 
bomb, a question that in its present unsettled state has been a most disturbing factor 
in the background of foreign relations, and then they are expected to discuss the matter 
in the light of their conclusions with Russia and other countries. 

In Japan our control operations are proceeding smoothly under General Mac- 
Arthur. The Emperor’s personal fortune is to be taken for reparations, trial of war 
criminals has begun with the case of General Yamashita, and the remnants of the 
Japanese fleet are now to be scuttled, probably with a test of the atomic bomb. The 
less than two score destroyers and small miscellaneous craft that are not to be de- 
stroyed will be divided equally among the big four—an arrangement that it has not 
yet been possible to make with reference to the German or Italian navies. 

Conditions in Europe are far less encouraging than in the Far East. Russia has 
rejected the Anglo-American protest over her unilateral trade accords with Hungary 
and Romania, the fate of our proposal to Turkey for free passage in the Dardanelles is 
most uncertain, the foreign ministers’ deputies have made no progress in London since 
the collapse of the meeting of their principals, and the fate of displaced Jews con- 
tinues to operate as a disturbing factor with the Palestine question continuing to 
await settlement. 

Increasing discontent within Germany with our military government and our 
forces of occupation has brought a warning from General Eisenhower of trouble ahead, 
a warning that was followed by a recommendation to the President for the establish- 
ment of a civil government by 1 June 1946 at the latest. This has the President’s ap- 
proval, but agreement is necessary with the other occupying powers, which means 
there are many difficulties to be overcome if the plan is to be adopted. In the meantime 
the German situation, especially on the economic front may deteriorate greatly. The 
same conditions apply in general to Austria where the directive to General Clark, 
as shown through the recent publication of its text, is on the Berlin model. 

Prospects now are that because of four of five difficult and involved questions an 
Anglo-American financial agreement will not be concluded before Mr. Attlee has his 
conversations with the President. The two will discuss a wide variety of questions of 
which the financial may be second in importance only to the atomic bomb.

> DuBOSE BOARD REPORT. The findings and recommendations of, the 
DuBose Board, despite current rumor, have not been discarded and will most likely 
form a basis of regulations relating to the transfer of Reserve and temporary officers 
of the Navy to the Regular establishment. 

The board, composed of 20 officers headed by Rear Adm. Lawrence T. DuBose, 
months ago submitted to Secretary Forrestal its recommendations concerning the re- 
lationship of Reserve and temporary officers to those of the Regular Navy. As no 
official announcement has been made of implementing the board’s findings rumors 
have been persistent that the entire findings and recommendations have been dis- 
carded because provisions were not made for temporary Regulars corresponding to 
provisions for Reserves. It has been learned that recommendations for the two cate- 
gories are exactly parallel.

Medical Department—One hundred Regular Army officers have been assigned 
to Army General Hospitals and medical installations as part of the Army’s new 
plan to give professional training to officers of the Regular Army Medical Depart- 
ment. Twenty-one of these officers are to specialize in Internal Medicine, and thirty- 
three in General Surgery. The others have been assigned to Radiology EENT, Anes- 
thesiology, Neuropsychiatry, Urology, Pathology, Orthopedics, Obstetrics and Gyne- 
cology, and Public Health. 

The 74th Medical Base Depot Company has received the Meritorious Service 
Unit Plaque “for superior performance of duty in the accomplishment of excep- 
tionally difficult tasks in Mindanao and the Philippine Islands.” The company was 
commended for its efficient organization and distribution of supplies, accomplished 
in the face of many difficulties. 

Army Nurse Corps—Twenty-five thousand nurses will have been separated from 
the Army Nurse Corps by 31 Dec. 1945. This will reduce the strength of the Corps 
to 32,000. Many nurses who are being separated have expressed a desire to remain 
in the service and have wondered why they have been unable to obtain information 
concerning the Regular Army. Pending the enactment of legislation that will deter- 
mine the size of the peacetime Army and establish the status of members of the 
Army Nurse Corps, requirements for the A.N.C. cannot be estimated. 

Meanwhile the nurse who wishes to be considered for peacetime service should 
submit a Statement of Interest to The Adjutant General. Nurses filing a Statement of 
Interest will be given priority consideration for appointment in filling the Army Nurse 
Corps quota. 

Nurses who indicate a preference to stay in the Corps for the “duration and six 
months” often request assignment to a specific post or station and are disappointed 
when the Army fails to grant that request. With' thousands of nurses in the pipe-line 
from overseas, in redistribution centers; in separation centers; as patients in hos- 
pitals, on temporary duty, rest and rehabilitation from overseas assignments, it is 
necessary to assign nurses where they are needed. Therefore, consideration can be 
given to individual requests only when it is possible to meet a service need.

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Gen. Marshall’s Report 
Following is the conclusion of the pub- 
lication of the text of the Biennial Report 
of General of the Army George C. 
Marshall as Chief of Staff of the Army: 


Army Management 

During the past two years the contribu- 
tions to the war effort of three major com- 
mands and the War Department General 
Staff have been on a vast scale. 

The Air Forces have developed in a re- 
markable manner. Young commanders and 
staff officers, catapulted into high rank by 
reason of the vast expansion, and then sea- 
soned by wide experience, now give the Air 
arm the most effective form of military 
leadership—the vigorous direction of young 
men with the knowledge and judgment of 
veterans. Theoretical conceptions have been 
successfully demonstrated in action and 
modified or elaborated accordingly; new 
conceptions are welcomed and _ quickly 
tested; the young pilots and combat crews 
daily carry out the dangerous and difficult 
missions with a minimum of losses and a 
maximum of destruction for the enemy. In 
personnel, in planes, technique, and leader- 
ship, the Army Air Forces of more than 
two million men have made an immense 
contribution to our victories. Through ag- 
gressive tactics and the concept of strategi- 
cal precision bombing they have made these 
— possible with a minimum of casual- 

ies. 

The Army Ground Force Command per- 
formed the extremely difficult mission of 
organizing our largest Army in an amaz- 
ingly short time and at the same time train- 
ing another 1,100,000 men to replace casual- 
ties. The Ground Forces headquarters has 
just completed a cycle in its operations. It 
began with the organization and training of 
the divisions, then deployment of the 
Ground Forces overseas and replacement of 
their casualties. Finally, in June of this 
year the Ground Forces began receiving the 
first of these divisions back under its con- 
trol after the victory in Europe. 

The tasks of the Army Service Forces 
have been difficult and complex beyond de- 
scription. The efforts of this organization 
are only vaguely appreciated by the public, 
or even by the rank and file of the Army 
itself. The requirements for the support of 
the Army and the great oversea operations 
impinge frequently on conditions at home, 
giving rise to a succession of criticisms, 
largely unjustified in my opinion, since the 
critics seldom are aware of the salient facts 





and basic requirements. With thousanas or 
miles of communications between the United 
States and the battlefronts, the necessity for 
reserve stocks here and abroad and the 
sudden rapid changes of requirements in 
various theaters have made it necessary for 
the Service Forces to be prepared for the 
unexpected. A minute change at the center 
of the circle usually results in miles of 
alterations along the circumference, 

One consideration in particular is often 
ignored by the civilian in judging a condi. 
tion which interferes or restricts with the 
daily life of America. The burden of sup- 
plying the fighting man at the place and at 
the time of his requirement rests squarely 
on a responsible officer. Excuses and expla- 
nations are not acceptable to the soldier and 
would not be tolerated by the political lead. 
ers, however inconsistent with the previous 
pressures on the home front which may have 
been in a measure responsible for the short 
comings. 

The Service Forces have accomplished a 
prodigious task during the past two years 
in the supply of food, clothing, munitions, 
transportation, including the operation of 
a fleet of 1,537 ships; in the handling of pay 
and all6éwances amounting to 224 billion 
dollars; in the processing of approximately 
75> billion dollars in contracts; in the man 


agement of 3,700 post or cantonment in 
stallations in continental United States: in 
the operation of great base port organiza 
tions centered in Boston, New York, Hamp 


ton Roads, New Orleans, Los Angeles, San 
Francisco, and Seattle, in handling 7,370,000 
men and 101,750,000 measurement tons of 
cargo; in the administration of the medical 
service which has treated 9,083,000 hospital 
cases and operated 791,000 hospital beds; in 
the direction of post exchanges now doing 
a monthly business of 90.million dollars and 
the organization and management of enter 
tainment and educational opportunities; in 
the conduct of the administration of the 
Army and finally in the enormous task of 
redeployment and demobilization. 

In the midst of handling this problem we 
have the constantly increasing pressure of 
families of the men for their release from 
the service. This has proved particularly 
vexatious in the case of high-point men on 
duty in the installations at home which 
must at this time bear the triple burden of 
supplying the requirements of the Pacific 
war, carrying out the regroupment anid re- 
deployment of troops in the United States, 
and accomplishing the demobilization of 
thousands of men daily. For the actual dis- 
charge of men, the required time for the 
preparation of papers, records, and accounts, 
and final payments has been reduced from 
approximately the 12 days of World War I 
to a minimum of 2 days, but even so the 
slightest inérease over the minimum period 
produces a storm of protest. These reac- 
tions would ordinarily be accepted as nor- 
mal to America but at this particular time 
they are bound to have a very disturbing 
effect on the morale of the forces overseas 

Almost as complex as the administrative 
management of these tremendous fighting 
forces has been the strategic direction of 
our global operations by the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff. Without the endless effort and the 
clear thinking of the™officers in the various 
special groups or agencies attached directly 
to the Joint Chiefs of Staff to assist them 
in planning our operations and allocating 
our resources correctly, the great victories 
to which we are becoming accustomed wold 
have been impossible. 

I wish to make official acknowledgment of 
the support given me by the War Depart 
ment General and Special Staffs, which has 
been beyond all praise in the understanding 
and handling of the countless problems of 
global warfare. Denied both public appre- 
ciation of their work and the desired oppor- 
tunity for command in the field, these offi- 
cers have made a great and selfless contri!u- 
tion to the war effort. The duration of the 
war has permitted a number of these officers 
to be given overseas assignments and at the 
same time, veterans of the fighting could be 
recalled to duty in the War Department. 

No comment is necessary here to inform 
the public of the leadership given the Ameri 
can Armies by the Commanders-in-Chief in 
the theaters of operations: Their work has 
been, in my opinion, well nigh faultless con 
sidering the hazards and unexpected deve! 
opments of war on the vast scale in which 
it has been conducted. I am sure that 
years to come our people will take con- 
stantly increasing pride in the splendid con- 
tribution of these officers to the prestige of 
America and the best interests of the world 
generally. 

To the Members of Congress I wish t° 
express my thanks for the complete suppor 
given the Army by their willingness to pre 
vide the huge sums of money and the neces- 
sary legislative authorizations requested by 
the War Department for the prosecution of 
the war. 

During the past two years the Secretary 
of War has supported the Army with % 
courage and a singular integrity of purposé 
to a degree rarely evidenced in public offi- 
cials. 

I cherish a feeling of deepest gratitude for 
the confidence President Roosevelt gave me 
and for the stern resolution with which le

tremendous forces it 
gathered to win the victory. This requires 
the return of millions of troops to the 
United States and the processing of their 
discharge. It means the cessation of the 
munitions production which has absorbed 
most of our energies and resources during 
the last five years. 

The demobilization, 
affects every phase of 
such time as the authorized governmental 
agencies determine the policy which will 
regulate demobilization, the War MDepart- 
ment must proceed under existing legisla- 
tion and policy to carry on this process in 
an orderly manner. The disturbance to our 
national economy must be kept to the mini- 
mum. 

We hope during the 
mediately following the 
ties to have discharged from the Army at 
least 5,000,000 men and officers. The deter- 
mining factor throughout this period will be 
transportation. Soon thereafter, however, 
legislation must determine the strength of 
the Army for the immediate future. 

The demobilization first got underway 
with the German surrender. It began simul- 
taneously with the projected full scale re- 
deployment for the final operations in the 
Pacific, which we had planned in the event 
the Japanese resisted to a suicidal end. In 
this period first priority on our available 
shipping had to go for the redeployment 
the scheduled movement of men and ma- 
teriel to the Pacific directly from Europe or 
via the United States. 

The day Japan capitulated orders were 
issued from the War Department suspend- 
ing the redeployment operation throughout 
the world. Theater commanders were im- 
mediately directed to devote all facilities not 
required for the movement of occupational 
troops into Japan and elsewhere in the Far 
East to the demobilization.

The citizen Army had been recruited by 
selection of men on the basis of individual 
fitness for military duty and comparative 


in the Nation’s economy. Ac- 
cordingly, it was decided to discharge men 
individually rather than by units. An Army- 
wide survey was conducted to determine the 


essentiality 
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consensus among the enlisted men as to 
the basis for determining discharge. The 
opinion was that those who have served 
longest, fought the hardest, and who have 
children should be permitted to leave the 
Army first. As a result the point system of 
returning men for discharge wherever they 
are on duty was established. 

This system gives credit for length of 
Army service, overseas service, certain deco- 
rations, battle stars and not to exceed three 
dependent children under 18. The points 
are computed from 16 September 1940. 
Originally a minimum requirement of 85 
points was established. Now the point sys- 
the demobilization 


tem is revised to keep 
steady and orderly. 

The selection of soldiers eligible for dis- 
charge was made the responsibility of the 
various overseas commanders. As troops re- 
turn they are sent to disposition centers 


near the embarkation ports and then move 
on in groups to Army stations near their 
homes. Here they receive a final screening 
and the separation center should usually be 
able to accomplish their discharge within 48 
hours. In this final administrative proce- 
dure the soldier receives his mustering-out 
pay, his uniform, his discharge certificate, 
his lapel button, a separation record which 
summarizes his military service and qualifi- 
cations, and his fare home. He also receives 
a pamphlet on veteran rights and benefits 
and advice regarding the agencies which can 
assist him in locating a job. Nothing is 
overlooked which will help the returning 
veteran to help himself. 

Soldiers whose health or fitness has been 
impaired in the service of the country will 
not be discharged until everything possible 
to modern medical science has been done 
for their rehabilitation. 

The War Department has now projected 
its demobilization schedules as far as it can 
under existing legislation and policies. The 
next moves and the next objectives are poli- 
tical more than military. They require de- 
cisions on that level. The War Department 
can only submit recommendations and await 
further instructions. 

Our present national policies require us 
to: Maintain occupatien forces in Europe 
and the Pacific; prepare for a possible con- 
tribution of forces to a world security or- 
ganization; maintain national security while 
the world remains unstable and later on a 
more permanent or stable basis. 

These policies require manpower. Yet at 
the same time it is the policy of the nation 
to completely demobilize the wartime army 
as rapidly as possible. Unless hundreds of 
thousands of men of the wartime forces are 
to remain in service at home and overseas, 
more permanent decisions Must be made. 

The War Department recommends that the 
occupation forces and the U. 8S. complement 
in the International security force be com- 
posed much as possible of volunteers. 
This be accomplished by establishing 
now permanent basis for the regular 
military establishment. If this recommenda- 
tion and those which I will now discuss in 
detail for establishing a peacetime security 
policy are now adopted by the Congress, 
demobilization can proceed uninterrupted 
until all men now in temporary service have

FOR THE COMMON DEFENSE 


To fulfill its responsibility for protecting 
this Nation against foreign enemies, the 
Army must project its planning beyond the 
immediate future. In this connection I feel 
that I have a duty, a responsibility, to 
present publicly at this time my conception, 
from a military point of view, of what is 
required to prevent another international 
catastrophe. 

For years men have been concerned with 
individual security. Modern nations have 
given considerable study and effort to the 
establishment of social security systems for 
those unable or unwise enough to provide 
for themselves. But effective insurance 
against the disasters which have slaughtered 
millions of people and leveled their homes 
is long overdue. 

We finish each bloody war with a feeling 
of acute revulsion against this savage form 
of human behavior, and yet on each occa- 
sion we confuse military preparedness with 
the causes of war and then drift almost de- 
liberately into another catastrophe. This 
error of judgment was defined long ago by 
Washington. He proposed to endow this 
Nation at the outset with a policy which 
should have been a reasonable guarantee of 
our security for centuries. The cost of re- 
fusing his guidance is recorded in the sacri- 
fice of life and in the accumulation of 
mountainous debts. We have continued im- 
practical. We have ignored the hard reali- 
ties of world affairs. We have been purely 
idealistic. 

We must start, I think, with a correction 
of the tragic misunderstanding that a se- 
curity policy is a war policy. War has been 
defined by a people who have thought a lot 
about it—the Germans. They have started 
most of the recent ones. The German soldier- 
philosopher Clausewitz described war as a 
special violent form of political action. 
Frederic of Prussia, who left Germany the 
belligerent legacy which has now destroyed 
her, viewed war as a device to enforce his 
will whether he was right or wrong. He 
held that with an invincible offensive mili- 
tary force he could win any political argu- 
ment. This is the doctrine Hitler carried 
to the verge of complete success. It is the 
doctrine of Japan. It is a criminal doctrine, 
and like other forms of crime, it has cropped 
up again and again since man began to live 
with his neighbors in communities and na- 
tions. There has long been an effort to out- 
law war for exactly the same reason that 
man has outlawed murder, But the law 
prohibiting murder does not of itself pre- 
vent murder. It must be enforced. The en- 
forcing power, however, must be maintained 
on a strictly democratic basis. There must 
not be a large standing army subject to the 
behest of a group of schemers. The citizen- 
soldier is the guarantee against such a mis- 
use of pewer. 

In order to establish an international sys- 
tem for preventing wars, peace-loving 
peoples of the world are demonstrating an 
eagerness to send their representatives to 
such conferences as those at Dumbarton 
Oaks and San Francisco with the fervent 
hope that they may find a practical solution. 
Yet, until it is proved that such a solution 
has been found to prevent wars, a rich na- 
tion which lays down its arms as we have 
done after every war in our history, will 
court disaster. The existence of the com- 
plex and fearful instruments of destruction 
now available make this a simple truth 
which is, in my opinion, undebatable. 

So far as their ability to defend them- 
selves and their institutions was concerned, 
the great democracies were sick nations 
when Hitler openly massed his forces to 





impose his will on the world. As sick as 
any was the United States of. America. We 
had no field army. There were the bare 
Skeletons of three and one-half divisions 
scattered in small pieces over the entire 
United States. It was impossible to train 
even these few combat troops as divisions 


because motor transportation and other fa- 
cilities were lacking and funds for adequate 
maneuvers were not appropriated. The Air 
Forces consisted of a few partially equipped 
squadrons serving continental United States, 
Panama, Hawaii, and the Philippines; their 
planes were largely obsolescent, and could 
hardly have survived a single day of modern 
aerial combat. We lacked modern arms and 
equipment. When President Roosevelt pro- 
claimed, on 8 September 1939, that a limited 
emergency existed for the United States we 
were, in terms of available strength, not 
even a third-rate military power. Some col- 
legians had been informing the world and 
evidently convincing the Japanese that the 
young men of America would refuse to 
fight in defense of their country. . 

The German armies swept over Europe at 
the very moment we sought to avoid war 
by assuring ourselves that there could be 
no war. The security of the United States 
of America was saved by sea distances, by 
Allies, and by the errors of a prepared 








enemy. For probably the last time in the 
history of warfare those ocean distances 
were a vital factor in our defense. We may 
elect again to depend on others and the 
whim and error of potential enemies, but if 
we do we will be carrying the treasure and 
freedom of this great Nation in a paper bag. 

Returning from France after the last war, 
with General Pershing, I participated in his 
endeavors to persuade the Nation to estab- 
lish and maintain a sound defense policy. 
Had his recommendations been accepted, 
they might have saved this country the 
hundreds of billions of dollars and the more 
than a million casualties it has cost us again 
to restore the peace. We might even have 
been spared this present world tragedy. 
General Pershing was asked against whom 
do we prepare. Obviously that question 
could not be answered specifically until 
nearly 20 years later when Adolf Hitler led 
the replenished armies of defeated Germany 
back into world conflict. Even as late as 
1940 I was asked very much the same ques- 
tion before a committee of Congress. Not 
even then could I say definitely exactly 
where we might have to fight, but I did 
recall that in past wars the United States 
forces had fought in Latin America, in 
France, in Belgium, in Germany, in Russia, 
in Siberia, in Africa, in the Philippines, and 
in China, but I did not anticipate that in the 
near future American soldiers would fight 
in the heart of Burma and in the islands of 
the vast Pacific, and would be garrisoning 
areas across the entire land and water 
masses of the earth. From this lesson there 
is no alternative but that this Nation must 
be prepared to defend its interest against 
any nation or combination of nations which 
might sometime feel powerful enough to 
attempt the settlement of political argu- 
ments or gain resources or territory by 
force of arms. - 

Twice in recent history the factories and 
farms and people of the United States 
have foiled aggressor nations; conspirators 
against the peace would not give us a third 
opportunity. 

Between Germany and America in 1914 
and again in 1939 stood Great Britain and 
the USSR, France, Poland, and the other 
countries of Europe. Because the technique 
of destruction had not progressed to its 
present peak, these nations had to be elimi- 
nated and the Atlantic Ocean crossed by 
ships before our factories could be brought 
within the range of the enemy guns. At the 
close of the German war in Europe they 
were just on the outer fringes of the range 
of fire from an enemy in Europe. Goering 
stated after his capture that it was a cer- 
tainty the eastern American cities would 
have been under rocket bombardment had 
Germany remained undefeated for two more 
years. The first attacks would have started 
much sooner. The technique of war has 
brought the United States, its homes and 
factories into the front line of world con- 
flict. They escaped destructive bombard- 
ment in the second World War. They would 
not in a third. 

It no longer appears practical to continue 
what we once conceived as hemispheric de- 
fense as a satisfactory basis for our secur- 
ity. We are now concerned with the peace 
of the entire world. And the peace can only 
be maintained by the strong. 

What then must we do to remain strong 
and still not bankrupt ourselves on military 
expenditures to maintain a prohibitively ex- 
pensive professional army even if one could 
be recruited? President Washington an- 
swered that question in recommendations to 
the first Congress to convene under the 
United States, Constitution. He proposed a 
program for the peacetime training of a 
citizen army. At that time the conception 
of a large professional Regular Army was 
considered dangerous to the liberties of the 
Nation. Itis still so today. But the deter- 
mining factor in solving this problem will 
inevitably be the relation between the main- 
tenance of military power and the cost in 
annual appropriations. No system, even if 
actually adopted in the near future, can 
survive the political pressure to reduce the 
military budget if the costs are high—and 
professional armies are very costly. 

There is now another disadvantage to a 
large professional standing army. Wars in 
the twentieth century are fought with the 
total resources, economic, scientific, and 
human of entire nations. avery specialized 
field of human knowledge is employed, 
Modern war requires the skills and knowl- 
edge of the individuals of a nation, 

Obviously we cannot all put on uniforms 
and stand ready to repel invasion. The 
greatest energy in peacetime of any success- 
ful nation must be devoted to productive 
and gainful labor. But all Americans can, 
in the next generations, prepare themselves 
to serve their country in maintaining the 
peace or against the tragic hour when peace 
is broken, if such a misfortune again over- 
takes us. This is what is meant by Uni- 
versal Military Training. It is not universal 
military service—the actual induction of men 
into the combatant forces. Such forces would 
be composed during peacetime of volunteers. 
The trainees would be in separate organiza- 
tions maintained for training purposes only. 
Once trained, young men would be freed 
from further connection with the Army un- 
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less they chose, as they now may, to enroll 
in the National Guard or an organized re- 
serve unit, or to volunteer for service in the 
small professional army. When the Nation 
is in jeopardy they could be called, just as 
men are now called, by a committee of local 
neighbors, in an order of priority and under 
such conditions as directed at that time by 
the Congress. 

The concept of universal military training 
is not founded, as some may believe, on the 
principlé of a mass Army. The Army has 
been accused of rigidly holding to this doc- 
trine in the face of modern developments. 
Nothing, I think, could be farther from the 
fact, as the record of the mobilization for 
this war demonstrates. Earlier in this report 
I explained how we had allocated manpower 
to exploit American technology. Out of our 
entire military mobilization of 14,000,000 
men, the number of infantry troops was less 
than 1,500,000 Army and Marine. 

The remainder of ‘our armed forces, sea, 
air, and ground, was largely fighting a war 
of machinery. Counting those engaged in 
war production thére were probably 75 to 
80,000,000 Americans directly involved in 
prosecution of the war. To technological 
warfare we devoted 98 percent of our entire 
effort. 

Nor is it proposed now to abandon this 
formula which has been so amazingly suc- 
cessful. The harnessing of the basic power 
of the universe will further spur our efforts 
to use brain for brawn in safeguarding the 
United States of America. 

However, technology does not eliminate 
the need for men in war. The Air Forces, 
which were the highest developed techno- 
logically of any of our armed forces in this 
war, required millions of men to do their 
job. Every B-29 that winged over Japan 
was dependent on the efforts of 12 officers 
and 73 men in the immediate combat area 
alone. 

The number of men that were involved in 
the delivery of the atomic bomb on Hiro- 
shima was tremendous. First we had to 
have the base in the Marianas from which 
the plane took off. This first required pre- 
liminary operations across the vast Pacific, 
thousands of ships, millions of tons of sup- 
ply, the heroic efforts of hundreds of thou- 
sands of men. Further, we needed the 
B-20’s and their fighter escort which gave 
us contro] of the air over Japan. This was 
the result of thousands of hours of training 
and preparation in the U. S., and the ener- 
gies of hundreds of thousands of men. 

The effective technology on the military 
structure is identical to its effect on the 
national economy. Just as the automobile 
replaced the horse and made work for mil- 
lions of Americans, the atomic explosives 
will require the services of millions of men 
if we are compelled to employ them in fight- 
ing our battles. 

This war has made it clear that the se- 
curity of the Nation, when challenged by 
an armed enemy, requires the services of 
virtually all able-bodied male citizens within 
the effective military age group. 

In war the Nation cannot depend on the 
numbers of men willing to volunteer for 
active service; nor can our security in peace. 

In another national emergency, the ex- 
istence of a substantial portion of the Na- 
tion’s young manpower already trained or 
in process of training, would make it pos- 
sible to fill out immediately the peacetime 
ranks of the Navy, the Regular Army, the 
National Guard, and the Organized Reserve. 
As a result our Armed Forces would be 
ready for almost immediate deployment to 
counter initial hostile moves, ready to pre- 
vent an enemy from gaining footholds from 
which he could launch destructive attacks 
against our industries and our homes. By 
this method we would establish, for the 
generations to come, a national military 
policy: (1) which is entirely within the 
financial capabilities of our peacetime econ- 
omy and is absolutely democratic in its 
nature, and (2) which places the military 
world and therefore the political world on 
notice that this vast power, linked to our 
tremendous resources, wealth, and produc- 
tion, is immediately available. There can be 
no question that all the nations of the world 
will respect our views accordingly, creating 
at least a probability of peace on earth and 
of good will among men rather than dis- 
aster upoh disaster in a tormented world 
where the very processes of civilization itself 
are constantly threatened. 

The decision in this matter is so grave in 
consequences that it demands complete 
frankness on my part. Therefore I must 
say that many of the objections which have 
been made to Universal Military Training 
appear to be influenced by ulterior motives, 
or to ignore completely the tragedies of the 
past and present which we are  seek- 
ing to avoid for the future, They often 
seem to give undue importance to restric- 
tions on our freedom of life, trivial in com- 
parison with the awful tragedies we are 
seeking to avoid and the great blessings we 
hope to secure for succeeding generations, 

The timing of our decision on the ques- 
tion of Universal Military Training is ur- 
gent. The officials of the State Department 
have been strongly of the opinion that a 
decision in this matter prior to the final 
peace negotiations would greatly strengthen 





the hand of the United States in securiy 
acceptance of a genuine organization 
handle international differences. 

The terms of the final peace settlemey 
will provide a basis for determining th 
strength of the regular or permanent post 
war military forces of the United States, air 
ground, and naval, but they cannot, in my 
opinion, alter the necessity for a system y 
Universal Military Training. 

The yardstick by which the size of the 
permanent force must be measured is mazi. 
mum security with minimum cost in me, 
materiel, and maintenance. So far as they 
ean foresee world conditions a decade fron 
now, War Department planners, who hay 
taken every conceivable factor into consi(. 
eration, believe that our position will te 
sound if we set up machinery which wij 
permit the mobilization of an Army of 
4,000,000 men within a period of 1 year fol. 
lowing any international crisis resulting ip 
a national emergency for the United States 

The Regular Army must be comprised 
largely of a strategic force, heavy in air 
power, partially deployed in the Pacific and 
the Caribbean ready to protect the Nation 
against a sudden hostile thrust and in. 
mediately available for emergency action 
wherever required. It is obvious that an. 
other war would start with a lightning at. 
tack to take us unaware. The pace of the 
attack would be at supersonic speeds of 
rocket weapons closely followed by a strik- 
ing force which would seek to exploit the 
initial and critical advantage. We must be 
sufficiently prepared against such a threat 
to hold the enemy at a distance until we 
ean rapidly mobilize our strength. The 
Regular Army, and the National Guard, 
must be prepared to meet such a crisis. 

Another mission of the Regular Army is 
to provide the security garrisons for the 
outlying bases. We quickly lost the Philip- 
pines, Guam, and Wake Islands at the be- 
ginning of this war and are still expending 
lives and wealth in recovering them. 

The third mission of the permanent Army 
is to furnish the overhead, the higher head 
quarters which must keep the machine and 
the plans up to date for whatever national 
emergency we may face in the future. This 
overhead includes the War Department, the 


War College, the service schools, and the 
headquarters of the military areas into 
which continental United States is sub- 


divided to facilitate decentralized command 
and coordination of the peacetime military 
machine. This was about all we had on 
the eve of this war, planners and a small 
number of men who had little to handle in 
practice but sound ideas on how to employ 
the wartime hosts that would be gathered 
in the storm. Had it not been for the time 
the British Empire and the Soviets bought 
us, those plans and ideas would have been 
of little use. 

The fourth and probably the most im- 
portant mission of the Regular Army is te 
provide the knowledge, the expert personnel, 
and the installations for training the citizen- 
soldier upon whom, in my view, the future 
peace of the world largely depends. 

Of the citizen-Army, the National Guard 
is in the first category of importance. It 
must be healthy and strong, ready to take 
its place in the first line of defense in the 
first weeks of an emergency, and not de- 
pendent -upon a year or more of training 
before it can be conditioned to take the field 
against a trained enemy. It is not feasible 
under the conditions of peace for the Na 
tional Guard within itself to provide the 
basic, the fundamental training which is an 
imperative requirement for its mission 
Therefore, in my opinion, based on a long 
and intimate experience with the Guard from 
1907 until 1941, the essential requirement for 
such a system under modern conditions is 
Universal Military Training from which to 


draw the volunteers for the ranks of the 
Guard. Without such a firm foundation, | 
am clearly of the opinion that a sufficient!) 


dependable force for our postwar needs can 
not be maintained. 


The second important component of the 
Citizen Army is the Organized Reserve 
through which full mobilization of the ‘a

These 
officers were largely vetérans of World War 
I and graduates of the Reserve Officers 
Training Corps. Pitifully small appropria- 
tions had limited training to a brief period 
once in every 3 or 4 years and so few nium 
bers of troops that the limited training the 
Reserve officers received had little relatio"

to actual battle. 

This lack of troops with which Reserve 
officers could acquire practical experience in 
command and staff work was the most criti- 
eal limitation. There was no_ enlisted 
strength in the Reserve force. There was 
little connection and understanding between 
the Officers’ Reserve Corps and the Na- 
tional Guard—which had an enlisted strength 
—and the number of enlisted men in the 
Regular Army was so small that it was im- 
possible to qualify Reserve officers by train- 
ing with Regulars. Especially in the dense 
centers of population there were few Regular 
troops. Yet here were located the largest 
groups of Reserve officers. Even had funds 
for transportation to the areas where Regu- 
lar troops were stationed been available, and 
they were not, the few troops on the Regu- 
lar roles would have been completely sub- 
merged under a deluge of Reserve officers. 
For example, the strength of the Officers’ 
Reserve Corps in 1938 was more than double 
the number of Regular soldiers in combat 
units in the continental United States. 

Only by universal military training can 
full vigor and life be instilled into the Re- 
serve system. It creates a% pool of well- 
trained men and officers from which the 
National Guard and the Organized Reserve 
can draw volunteers; it provides opportuni- 
ties for the Guard and Reserve units to 
participate in corps and Army maneuvers, 
which are vital preparations to success in 
military campaigns. Without these trained 
men and officers, without such opportunities 
to develop skill through actual practice in 
realistic maneuvers, neither the Regular 
Army, the National Guard, nor the Reserve 
can hope to bring high efficiency to their 
vital missions. 

Though ROTC graduates composed 12 per- 
cent of the war officers, its most important 
contribution was the immediate availability 
of its product. Just what we could have 
done in the first phases of our mobilization 
and training without these men I do not 
know. I do know that our plans would have 
had to be greatly curtailed and the cessation 
of hostilities on the European front would 
have been delayed accordingly. We must 
enlarge and strengthen the system. It must 
be established on a higher level, comparable 
to the academic levels of college education 
in which the young men of the ROTC are 
engaged. All this is made easily possible if 
the student has participated in universal 
military training, and at the same time the 
length of the course can be shortened by 
l year. He would enter the ROTC as far 
advanced as his predecessors were after 2%4 
years of the original 3-years’ course. He 
would have completed his elementary train- 
ing—the military equivalent of his grammar 
school and high school courses—and would 
be prepared for college work, that is for 
training as an officer, a prospective leader 
of men. The product of such an ROTC 
would provide the National Guard and the 
Organized Reserve with an officer corps of 
exceptional character. 

An unbroken period of 1 year’s training 
appears essential to the success of a sound 
security plan based on the concept of a 
citizen army. 

It is possible to train individual soldiers 
as replacemenfs for veteran divisions and air 
groups as we now do in a comparatively 
short period of time. The training of the 
unit itself cannot be accomplished at best 
in less than a year; air units require even 
more time. The principle is identical to that 
of coaching a football team. A halfback can 
learn quickly how to run with the ball, but 
it takes time and much practice and long 
hours of team scrimmage before he is pro- 
ficient at carrying the ball through an op- 
posing team, utilizing the aid of the ten 
other men on the team. So it is with an 
army division or combat air group. Men 
learn to fire a rifle or machine gun quickly, 
but it takes long hours of scriggmage, which 
the army calls manenver, bef@re the firing 
of the rifle is coordinated with the activities 
of more than 14,000 other men on the team. 

All men who might someday have to fight 
for their Nation must have this team train- 
ing. The seasoned soldiers of our present 
superb divisions will have lived beyond the 


age of military usefulness. The situation 
Will be similar in the peacetime army to 
that which obtained when we began to 


mobilize for this war and all men had to 
have at least a year of unit training hefore 
we had divisions even fit for shipment over- 
seas 

The training program would be according 
to the standards which have made the Amer- 
fean soldier in this war the equal of the 
finest fighting men. It would be kept abreast 
of technical developments and the resulting 
modifications of tactics. 

Throughout the training a strenuous pro- 
stam of instruction would have to be fol- 
lowed,- but it would not be possible in 
peace to carry on the work under the tre- 
mendous pressure we now follow in war- 
time. Athletics, recreational opportunities, 
short weekends, and other vacational oppor- 
tunities such as at Christmas time, would, 
of course, be necessary. However, if the 


Government is to be justified in the expendi- 
ture of the funds involved, a vigorous sched- 





ule should be enforced; otherwise we would 
produce a halfbaked product which would 
fail to command the respectful attention of 
the nations of the world, and therefore 
negate-the primary purpose of the entire 
system. 

To those who fear the Army might mili- 
tarize our young men and indoctrinate them 
with dangerous conceptions, to those who 
express doubts of the Army’s capacity to do 
the job, I submit the evidence of our present 
armies. The troops have been trained suffi- 
ciently to defeat a first-class enemy. Their 
minds have not been warped—quite the con- 
trary. The American people are satisfied, 
I am confident, that their Armies are, in 
fact, armies of democracy. They know that 
the men composing those Armies are far 
better physically than they otherwise would 
have been, that their general health has been 
better than at home, except for those serving 
in the tropical jungles. The officers who 
trained our Armies were largely citizen- 
soldiers. They did have the initial guidance 
of Regular officers, but only 2 per cent of 
the entire officer corps was professional. 
Only slightly more were of the National 
Guard; 25 percent were products of the 
Officers’ Reserve Corps, 12 percent more 
were men commissioned direct from civil 
life because of certain professional qualifica- 
tions. The great majority of the officers 
came up from the ranks, 59 percent of the 
total, which guaranteed the democracy of 
the Army. 

To those who consider the introduction of 
a system of universal military training an 
imposition on democracy, I would reply that 
in my opinion it would be the most demo- 
cratic expression of our national life. What- 
ever my limitations may be in judging this 
matter, I submit the evidence of the pro- 
posal of our first President. 

Washington’s program provided for uni- 
versal training of all] men arriving at the 
age of 17. The citizen-militia was to be 
divided into three classes, men from 17 to 21, 
known as the advance corps, men 21 to 46, 
known as the main corps, and men from 46 
to 61, known as the reserve corps, All of 
the peacetime training would have been con- 


centrated in the advance corps, but even- 
tually all members of main and reserve 
corps would have been graduates of the 


training program. The militia bill was first 
introduced in the Third Session of the First 
House 


Congress. It was considered in the 
on 5 March 1792, and as finally enacted con- 
tained no element of any of Washington's 


recommendations, It was so emasculated 
when finally adopted that the representative 
who introduced the bill himself voted against 
its passage. 

It appears probable that had the bill been 
approved by Congress, the United States 
might have avoided much of the war mak- 
ing that has filled its brief history. The 
impressment of American seamen would not 
have been regarded as a harmless pastime 
in the early 1800’s, nor would the Kaiser 
have been so easily disposed to avenge the 
death of the Archduke Franz Ferdinand in 
1914 with a world war, nor Adolf Hitler 
have been quite so quick to break the peace, 
if over these years the United States had 
been recognized by the war mongers as a 
Nation immediately to be reckoned with. 

The peacetime army must not only be 
prepared for immediate mobilization of an 
effective war army, but it must have in 
reserve the weapons needed for the first 
months of the fighting and clear-cut plans 
for immediately producing the tremendous 
additional quantities of matériel necessary 
in total war. We must never again face a 
great national crisis with ammunition lack- 
ing to serve our guns, few guns to fire, and 
no decisive procedures for procuring vital 
arms in sufficient quantities. 

The necessity for continuous research into 
the military ramifications of man’s scientific 
advance is now clear to all and it should not 
be too difficult to obtain the necessary ap- 
propriations for this purpose during peace- 
time. There is, however, always much reluc- 
tance to expenditure of funds for improve- 
ment of war-making instruments, particu- 
larly where there is no peacetime usefulness 
in the product. 

The development of combat airplanes is 
closely allied with development of civil aero- 
nauties; the prototypes of many of our 
present transport planes and those soon to 
come were originally bombers. Many of the 
aeronautical principles that helped give this 
Nation the greatest air force in the world 
grew out of commercial development and 
our production know-how at the start of 
this war was partially the fruit of peace- 
time commercial enterprise. Since many vital 
types of weapons have no commercial 
counterpart, the peacetime development of 
these weapons has been grossly neglected. 
Antiaircraft weapons are a good example. 
The highly efficient antiaircraft of today 
did not materialize until long after the fight- 
ing began. The consequent cost in time, 
life, and money of this failure to spend the 


necessary sums on such activity in peace- 
time has been appalling. 

There is another phase of scientific re- 
search which I think has been somewhat 


ignored—the development of expeditious 
methods for the mass production of war 
matériel. This is of great importance since 








it determines how quickly we can mobilize 
our resources if war comes and how large 
and costly our reserve stocks of war matériel 
must be. Serious thought and planning 
along this line can save millions of tax 
dollars. 

We can be certain that the next war, if 
there is one, will be even more total than 
this one. The nature of war is such that 
once it now begins it can end only as this 
one is ending, in the destruction of the van- 
quished, and it should be assumed that 
another reconversion from peace to war pro- 
duction will take place initially under enemy 
distant bombardment. Industrial mobiliza- 
tion plans must be founded on these as- 
sumptions and so organized that they will 
meet them and any other situation.that may 
develop. Yet they must in no way retard 
or inhibit the course of peacetime produc- 
tion. 

If this Nation is to remain great it must 
bear in mind now and in the future that 
war is not the choice of those who wish 
passionately for peace. It is the choice of 
those who are willing to resort to violence 
for political advantage. We can fortify our- 
selves against disaster, I am convinced, by 
the measures I have here outlined. In these 
protections we can face the future with a 
reasonable hope for the best and with quiet 
assurance that even though the worst may 
come, we are prepared for it. 

As President Washington said in his mes- 
sage to Congress of 3 December 1798: 

I cannot recommend to your notice mea- 
sures for the fulfillment of our duties to the 
rest of the world, without again pressing 
upon you the necessity of placing ourselves 
in a position of complete defense, and of 
exacting from them the fulfillment of the 
duties toward us. The United States ought 
not to indulge a persuasion, that contrary 
to the order of human efforts, they will for- 
ever keep at a distance those painful appeals 
to arms, with which the history of every 
other nation abounds. There is a rank due 
to the United States among nations, which 
will be withheld, if not absolutely lost, by 
the reputation of weakness—if we desire to 
avoid insult we must be ready to repel it; 
if we desire to secure peace, one of the most 
powerful institutions of our rising prosper- 
ity, it must be known that we are at all 
times ready for war.

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These were not weapons of self-protection 
we were making. They were weapons of vic- 
tory. We were shipping men and materials 
overseas in the longest supply lines in his- 
tory and getting them where they were 
needed, on time. 

That was the second year of ASF. Another 
year of impossible accomplishment. The slo- 
gan still stood. There had been some mis- 
takes, of course. But against the background 
of successes, they were of small consequence. 
They were the cost of lessons learned in the 
hard schoolroom of war. 

Then came the third year....the year of 
this report. 

On the morning it started, the invasion of 
Normandy was twenty-four days old. We had 
stormed ashore in 4,000 ships, packed with 
men and with everything men need to fight 
on foreign soil. It was the mightiest fleet the 
world had ever seen. We had fought our way 
up the beaches, had established ourselves, 
and were pouring guns and ammunition, 
tanks and trucks, food and barbed wire and 
telephones and radio sets and hospitals on 
the continent, millions of tons. We had taken 
the battered and smoking port of Cherbourg 
and were making it ready for other millions. 

In the sonth, our armies were marching 
up the road from Rome to Florence and on 
this morning of 1 July 1944, were battering 
the German rearguard, twenty miles south 
of Leghorn, with artillery fire which ate up 
more shells than ever had been used before 


in battle. The Axis was beginning*to crack 
Italy already had dropped out of the war 
and was striving to become our “co-hellig- 


erent.” The German generals back in Berlin 
and Munich, were trying to explain to Hitler 
that they had not been out-generaled, that 
their soldiers still were supermen....it was 
the astounding weight of American weapons 
and supplies which pushed them back. We 
were glad to provide the excuse. 

In the Pacific, the Japanese had started 
the long, costly retreat which would end 
with the utter collapse of their nation as a 
military power. General MacArthur was driv- 
ing up the coast of New Guinea, overwhelm- 
ing strong-point after strong-point. New, un- 
familiar names were in the news, names of 
far places in the Pacific where American sol- 
diers, sailors and marines were carving his- 
tory out of coral reefs. With each attack, the 
supply line stretched. Each beachhead meant 
more thousands of tons of equipment landed, 
still more thousands to keep filled the pipe- 
lines of supply. Each required increased ef- 
fort here in ASF. 

On the day the new year started, General 
Stilwell announced that the town of Myit- 
kyina at long last was in American hands

and the Japanese had been driven from north- 
ern Burma. The Ledo road, hammered 
through the jungle and over the mountains, 
was pushing into enemy territory, allowing 
the’ British, our troops, and the Chinese who 
fought beside us, to carry the battle into 
Burma. 

American industry and American workers, 
under the guidance of the ASF, had turned 
out the weapons, enough and on time, There 
was no longer any doubt of ultimate suc- 
cess. But the war was not yet won. 

The Russian armies, after their heroic 
stand at Stalingrad, had taken up the attack 
but they still stood twenty miles short of 
the old Polish border. Buzz bombs. still 
dropped on London, bringing death by day 
and night to that weary city. However, on 1 
July 1944, our planes sought out and blasted 
launching platforms which the Nazis had set 
up for those bombs, along the Channel coast. 

For two hard years the Army Service Forces 
had been performing the impossible. The 
American people had produced and the Army 
Service Forces had delivered weapons and 
supplies we had only wished for on 7 De- 
cember, 1941. Landing a million men and a 
hundred thousand vehicles through the surf 
of the Normandy beaches in 109 days stirred 
barely a ripple of comnvent at home. It was 
expected and accepted, Yet this landing and 
many others would have been impossible 
without the hundreds of amphibious vehicles 
and other devices which a few months earlier 
had been regerded more as a Jules Verne 
concept than a possibility. 

In earlier landings a small weapon, given 
the bizarre name of bazooka, capable of being 
carried and fired from the shoulder of a 
single soldier had been used to stop and put 
out of action the great German tanks, These 
and many other impossibilities were help- 
ing turn the tide of battle in our favor. 

The ASF had not fallen short of the second 
half of its pledge. It had performed its mira- 
cles, but not all miracles to talk about. In se- 
crecy, scattered about the continent, ASF offi- 
cers and the leading scientists of the world 
were experimenting, planning, building, pre- 
paring. Some results were appearing. 

The Signal Corps, working on British be- 
ginnings, had made radar a weapon of war 
from a scientific curiosity. It was perform- 
ing daily miracles behind the screen of cen- 
sorship. 

Our planes were equipped with this device 
in rapidly increasing numbers and its appli- 
cation both on land and sea for offense and 
defense gave deadliness to our attack and 
certainty to our defenses. Thanks to the 
magic eye of radar, able to penetrate night 
and fog, we had Miracle Number One. But 
it was a secret: no one dared talk about it. 

Army doctors were performing their mira- 
cles. Penicillin already had proved itself and 
the ASF anéd@ industry had commandeered 
enough labor and machinery and raw mate- 
rials to turn out the new lifesaving drug in 
ever-growing quantity. Our doctors perfected 

its use and application; meanwhile in Italy 
they were halting plagues with another new 
drug called DDT, a magic powder which de- 
stroyed vermin and insects, with little dan- 
ger to man, Operating in tents behind the 
battlefield and in the hospitals at home, théy 
daily did their miracles in surgery and med- 
icine. 

Other miracles came to pass in this year, 
miracles of the Ordnance Department, Long a 
dream of artillerymen was a_ shell which 
would burst of itself when at the optimum 
distance from the target, burst without man- 
made errors in estimating distances and al- 
titudes in fuse setting. Such self-operating 
shells came into being with the “VT fuse” 
and were hurled with deadly effect against 
the enemy. Another Ordnance miracle was 
a recoilless cannon of unbelievably light 
weight and precision, completed and rushed 
into battle in time to assist fin the destruc- 
tion of the enemy’s forces, Until seen, these 
weapons could not be accepted by soldiers 
accustomed to the age-old heavy cannon with 
the elaborate mechanisms to absorb recoil. 

Though it probably should be classified 
as imnossible rather than miraculous, the mo- 
bile 26-inch mortar, firing a shell weighing 
nearly two tons and designed for use against 
the Japanese citadel was completed, tested 
and ready for shipment before the year end, 

Infra-red rays for seeing in the dark were 
used in a new device in the latter stages of 
the battle. The Army Communications net- 
work, with telephone and teletype, telegraph 
and radio tied together the cities of the world, 
linking all the continents and all our secret 
oktposts in Greenland and on the Gold Coast 
and in the Chinese hinterland, This truly 
was a miracle of science and ingenuity and 
organization and the will-to-succeed, Where- 
ever American soldiers worked or fought, all 
around the world, they were only a telephone 
call or a radio wave away from headquarters 
in Washington, 

Landing mats, those prefabricated a'rflelds 
built on the assembly lines of American in 
dustry and assembled practically evernight 
in jungles, on deserts, along the beaches 
where no plane had ever come to earth be- 
fore, were miracles in their own way, and

gave strength to our soldiers wherever they 
were spread. 

Early in the war the ASF had set up its 
most secret of secret projects. It was dubbed, 
disarmingly, “the Manhattan Engineer Dis- 
trict.” With two billion dollars, 125,000 work- 
ers, with all the resources of American sci- 
ence, British aid, our university and indus- 
trial laboratories, the Army Engineers began 
the production of atomic bombs. 

The job was so immense, the problems to 
be solved were so unprecedented, the gam- 
ble and the risk were so breathtaking, the 
miracle is that results were ever secured.... 
and in secrecy. Our enemies were in the race. 
Only the winner could survive. Thanks to 
everyone connected with the work, from Gen- 
eral Groves who was in charge of the proj- 
ect, his scientist associates, the Air Forces, 
the Navy, industry and other cooperating 
agencies, down to the humblest workman, we 
won the race, 

As the fiscal year ended, the word came 
out of the laboratories and workshops that 
the first of the new bombs had been finished. 
It was tested shortly thereafter with as much 
secrecy as can surround anything which 
lights up the horizon for 250 miles. We wera 
ready at last. 

The war ended in a flash of atomic energy 
one month and fourteen days after the end 
of the fiscal year. 

The miracle that produced all the other 


than any one of them. It was the organization 
and vitalizing of this vast machine, It was 
the miracle of management. 

It was the business of marshalling into 
one cohesive group the knowledge, power 
and determination which made it- possible 
to mobilize and direct the almost limitless 
eapacity of this nation to serve the needs 
of the combat elements of the Army. It was 
the creation of a will and power that brooked 
no interference and was undaunted by any 
obstacle, to create and supply the weapons 
of victory, to furnish the necessary services 
for those who swept our enemies from the 
field. 

The ASF came into being, it began to 
function, felt its way, put on speed and pow- 
er, produced the goods and delivered the 
goods around the world, two billion dollars 
worth a month, It procured more varieties 
of equipment and supplies than any other sin- 
gle organization ever has attempted to gather 
together. Its lists covered nearly a million 
separate items. It kept count of these items, 
stored them, held them in reserve, shipped 
them where needed, constantly reduced com- 
plicated procedures, saved time and dollars 
and pieces of paper and ton-miles and fhan- 
hours and overhead. It took the best out of 
business and put it into the business of war. 

The business of Army Service Forces falls 
naturally into two broad categories. There 
is the technical business of designing, pro- 
ducing, storing, transporting things....wea- 
pons and equipment and supplies. Then there 
is the business of handling people, keeping 
their records, paying them, solving their per- 
sonal problems, encouraging them to be en- 
thusiastic about their jobs, teaching them, 
entertaining them, keeping them informed. 

The two overlap all along the line. But for 
the purpose of business management the 
Army classifies each division or service under 
its principal functions either as a technical 
or an administrative service. Thus there are 
seven technical services in ASF: Quartermas- 
ter, Ordnance, Engineers, Medical, Signal 
Corps, Chemical Warfare and Transportation. 
Of these, only Transportation is new, organ- 
ized as part of the Army Service Forces 
after we entered the war. The others all had 
been separate agencies and some of them 
have histories extending back more than a 
hundred years. 

The administrative services, functioning us- 
ually as staff divisions in the Headquarters 
of ASF, include the office of the Adjutant 
General, the Judge Advocate General, the Pro- 
vost Marshal General, Finance, Special Serv- 
ices and Information and Education Divi- 
sions, and Chaplains. 

This report makes no attempt to outline 
the intricate organization of each of them 
separately. Rather it will indicate their func- 
tions and the results they attained of each. 

The ASF in the fiscal year paid out $54,- 
400,000,000. The whole operation required the 
services of a total estimated at about 8,000,000 
men and women in the Army or engaged in 
Army work. 

Improvisation has marked the work of the 
Army in the field and behind the lines 
throughout the war. On the broadest scale, 
the American nation improvised a mighty 
army out of civilian soldiers, with civilian 
industry, transportation and civilian scien- 
tists. The individual soldier learned early to 
improvise and wherever he fought or worked 
he found new uses for old tools, invented 
new tools, made what was at hand do what 
needed to be done. 

Improvisation ig but another word to in- 
dicate the resourcefulness, adaptability, in- 
dustry and intelligence of man determined 
to make the most of any situation. Improvisa- 
tion has saved the day on many an occasion. 
The real fruits of our efforts, however, were

MANAGEMENT 

The business of coordinating the activitigg 
of Army Service Forces and of maintaining 
them as a smoothly running machine fp. 
‘quires constant and intensive direction. Each 
of the technical and supply services, each 
administrative and staff division has its ow 
particular duties to perform; the over-gjj 
supervision of all these activities is the re 
sponsibility of the top command of ASF, 

From the very beginning it was apparent 
that this biggest business in history would 
fall of its own weight if business methods 
were not introduced at once and adhered to 
constantly. A workable structure had to be 
created, with clearly defined channels of com. 
mand. Yet the cumbersome methods of 4 
peacetime bureaucracy had to be avoided and 
red tape, which too often acts as the sand 
in the gears of government, could not be 
tolerated. Procedures had to be simplified, 
Short cuts instituted, bottlenecks broken; 
waste had to be prevented and manpower 
and materials conserved and at the same 
time speed never attained in private indus. 
try had to be the regular order of the day, 

The ASF went to American business for 
its methods of operation. It adopted those 
methods which already had proved success. 
ful, tailored then to fit the military machine 
and applied them to the job of equipping, 
transporting and administering the Army. 
Because no private corporation ever had at- 
tempted to operate on such a scale, the Army 
had to enlarge and extend the known meth- 
ods of management. As the result of what the 
ASF learned in this field, many new devices 
and many improvements on old systems al- 
ready are being introduced in the manage- 
ment procedures of the nation’s largest cor- 
porations. 

The Army Service Forces established a spe- 
cial staff division in the office of the com-

Col. Harry Davis Mitchell, USA-Ret., 
who died at Walter Reed General Hos- 
pital on 18 Oct. 1945, after a five-month 
illness, was born 26 May 1874 at Cin- 
cinnati, Ohio.

A native of Newilton, La., Colonel Thomp- 
son while a smal] boy accompanied his par- 
ents to Ellicott, Md., where he was grad- 
uated from high school. He attended War- 
field College and Rockhill College, in Mary- 
land. Prior to his entry into the service in 
1917 he was engaged in the banking and 
brokerage business. 

In the First World War he served in France 
and Germany as captain, later major, in the 
Quartermaster Corps. After he returned to 
the United States in 1919 he was assigned to 
duty in the Purchase, Storage, and Issue Di- 
vision of the War Department General Staff. 
Since 1924, when Colonel Thompson was 
transferred to the Signal Corps, he was con- 
nected with procurement in Washington, 
Philadelphia, and Brooklyn.

and a niece, Mrs. Marion Carson, Falls 
Church, Va. 

The funeral was held at Fort Myer Chapel, 
November 1, and burial was in the Arlington

West Point Four Year Course 

West Point, N. Y. — West Point will 
take its first step in reconverting to the 
four year course with the present Third 
Class, and will divide the Class equally, 
one-half to graduate in 1947, and the sec- 
ond half to graduate in 1948, Maj. Gen. 
Maxwell D. Taylor, Superintendent, a0- 
nounces. 

General Taylor said that the Class 
must be divided equally ; the two classes 
must reflect equal ability in scholarship, 
leadership, and in long range potentiall- 
ties so far as the service is concerned; 
the individual’s choice will be the next 
consideration ; and in the event that arbi 
trary assignment is necessary, maturity 
will guide. 

The Superintendent indicated that

(Continued from First Page) 
and completing its independence. Gen- 
eral Collins said: 

“The United States Air Forces, Army and 
Navy are set up as autonomous members of 
our Armed Forces. Each would have its own 
Chief of Staff who would be responsible for 
the internal organization and conduct of his 
division of the Department and for the or- 
ganization, development and training of the 
elements of the armed forces under his di- 
rection. 

“The Air Force should include all land- 
based combat aircraft except those allotted to 
the Army and Navy for reconnaissance, spot- 
ting of gunfire, command and messenger 
service. The Air would retain its own service 
forces. 

“The Army would include all combat 
ground forces other than the Marine Corps 
and would have its own service forces. 

“The Navy would include the United States 
Fleet with its air arm, the Marine Corps and 
its service forces.” 


Differs from Earlier Plan 

The chart and plan presented to the 
Committee by General Collins differed in 
several respects from that sponsored, by 
the War Department before the House 
Select Committee on Post-war Military 
Policy in April of 1944. Under the earlier 
plan there would have been an Under 
Secretary for each of the components, 
Army, Navy, and Air, plus a Director of 
Common Supplies. Under the present 
plan there would be one Under Secre- 
tary and three assistant secretaries, one 
for scientific research, one for supervi- 
sion of procurement, and one to handle 
legislative affairs and public informa- 
tion. There would be a Chief of Staff of 
the Armed Forces and a chief of staff of 
each of the three components, plus a Di- 
rector of Common Supply and Hospitali- 
zation. 

In presenting the War Department’s 
plan General Collins told the committee : 


“The organization follows closely the re- 
port of the Special Committee to the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff on this subject. Every effort 
has been made to meet the objections of the 
one dissenting member of that committee and 
at the same time retain the basic purpose of 
the proposed reorganization, namely, to es- 
tablish the most effective organization of the 
management of the Armed Forces in Wash- 
ington in order to insure the maximum mili- 
tary security of the United States within the 
financial capacity and willingness of the 
country to pay the bills. 

“At the outset let me stress the point that 
this is not a proposal to merge the Army, 
Navy, and Air Force into a single service. In 
fact, a major feature of the system is to 
guarantee adequate autonomy to each of our 
fighting components, including the Air Forces, 
which played such a great role in winning 
the recent war. This autonomy for the Air 
rests now on actions taken under the war 
powers of the President and will lapse six 
months after the official termination of the 
war unless Congress takes prior action. No, 
the proposed integration of the War and 
Navy Departments will still retain the Air, 
Army and Navy (the latter with its Fleet Air 
Arm and Marine Corps), each with the maxi- 
mum autonomy consistent with military effi- 
ciency and necessary economy. 

“The President is the constitutional Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the Armed Forces of the 
United States. Under him this plan provides 
for a single Secretary of the Armed Forces, 
a civilian of cabinet rank, with an Under 
Secretary as his principie civilian assistant 
and executive. The Secretary would be as- 
sisted also by three or more civilian Assistant 
Secretaries who would be given functional re- 
Sponsibilities, under the Secretary, for such 
Vital matters as the coordination of scientific 
research and -development within military 
Spheres, supervision of procurement and in- 
dustrial mobilization, legislative affairs and 
public information.

“One of the most valuable functions that 
the United States Chiefs of Staff should per- 
form in time of peace is the development of 
a balanced military program with which 
budgetary requirements are thoroughly inte- 
grated. After the President has approved the 
over-all military policy, the budget require- 
ments to implement this policy would be 
initiated by the three components, the Air, 
Army and Navy, essentially as at present. 
These individual requirements would be re- 
viewed and integrated by the United States 
Chiefs of Staff. Each Chief of Staff of a major 
component would be expected to present his 
case to the United States Chiefs of Staff with 
full freedom and vigor. The U. 8S. Chiefs 
would have to weigh any conflicting demands 
and finally come out with an integrated pro- 
gram of requirements to submit to the Presi- 
dent. It is believed that legislation should 
require that these recommendations be sub- 
mitted through the Secretary of the Armed 
Forces, who should be required to transmit 
them without modification to the President, 
together with his comments thereon. In the 
event that the U. S. Chiefs of Staff could not 
reach a unanimous agreement on the budget 
requirements, any dissenting member would 
be required to submit his minority report to 
the President through the Secretary of the 
Armed Forces in the same manner. 


Consult on Budget 

“The President would “unquestionably 
weigh the recommendations of the U. 8. 
Chiefs of Staff and the comments of the Secre- 
tary of the Armed Forces and would consult 
with the Bureau of the Budget, the Secretary 
of the Armed Forces, other cabinet members, 
and the leaders of Congress, before reaching 
his decision as to the over-all budget that he 
would approve for the Armed Forces, In the 
event of a cut or change in the recommenda- 
tions of the U. S. Chiefs of Staff, the decision 
of the President would be transmitted back 
to the U. S. Chiefs with the President's di- 
rective for an adjustment. The revised pro- 
gram would be reviewed by the U. 8. Chiefs 
in order that they could fit it equitably to 
the over-all military plan for ensuing year. 
The revised program, when finally approved 
by the President, would be transmitted 
through the Secretary of the Armed Forces 
to the various components and echelons of 
the Department for the preparation of de- 
tailed estimates for presentation to the Con- 
gress. 

“It is believed that this procedure would 
have great advantages over the current meth- 
od of having each of the departments of the 
Armed Forces submit its own separate budget 
to the Congress for independent hearings and 
consideration. ... 

“It is expected that the Congress would 
fix the manner and purposes for which each 
item in the appropriation could be spent, as 
is the current practice, so that it would not 
be possible for any willful Secretary or Chief 
of Staff of the Armed Forces, if either should 
ever be so foolish as to pose as a ‘man on 
horseback,’ to transfer funds from one com- 
ponent to another without the express ap- 
proval of the Congress. .. . 

“Each of the major components, that is, 
Air, Army and Navy, should have its own 
research and development group so as to see 
that its special problems are fully investi- 
gated and developed, and to insure that there 
will be healthy competition in this develop- 
ment. But the Assistant Secretary would co- 
ordinate the approach of the individual mili- 
tary research agencies to these outside agen- 
cies in order that there should be no useless 
and wasteful duplication of effort. Recently 
I have personally heard representatives of 
two distinguished civilian technical institu- 
tions state that they needed some guidance in 
meeting the conflicting requirements put upon 
them by independent requiests from different 
components of the Armed Forces. It is recog- 
nized that many a scientific problem can and 
should be attacked from more than one angle 
and that it may be highly advisable to direct 
parallel research toward the solution of a 
problem common to two or more of the major 
components. This would be one of the major 





responsibilities of this civilian Assistant Sec- 
retary to insure that there was the maximum 
of freedom and competition in a constant 
effort to improve and develop new methods 
of scientific warfare. No less important, how- 
ever, would be his responsibility for assuring 
that discoveries and improvements made in 
technique and new weapons, by one arm are 
shared by the others, . 


Eliminate Waste 
“The Assistant Secretary for Procurement, 
operating under the Secretary of the Armed 
Forces, but with direct channels of communi- 
cation to the Air, Army and Navy components, 
and with the Director of Common Supply and 
Hospitalization, would be responsible for the 


| elimination of wasteful inefficiency and dupli- 


cations in the business management of the 
department. He would establish the policies 
governing procurement by the service agen- 
cies of the Air, Army and Navy components 


; and by the Director of Common Supply and 


Hospitalization. It is in this field that gen- 
uine economy could be had without, in any 
sense, limiting the efficiency or autonomous 
standing of our fighting forces. 

“It might be appropriate here to discuss 
the functions of the Director of Common 
Supply and Hospitalization. The Director 
should be charged, by the Assistant Secre- 
tary for Procurement, with the procurement 
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of all items of common supply, such as food, 
blankets and similar items. The Director 
should also supervise hospitalization within 
the Zone of Interior and perhaps within the 
base sections of overseas communication 
zones. The determination as to what should 
be classed as a common item should rest with 
the Assistant Secretary for Procurement 
under whom the Director would operate as 
to the business side of his job... . 
Prevent Domination 

“In order to insure that no one component 
of the armed forces should dominate the 
military thought of the Department, it is sug- 
gested that the Chief of Staff to the 
Commander-in-Chief and the Chief of Staff 
of the Armed Forces should at no time come 
from the same component. It might be ad- 
visable also to provide by law that the tenure 
of office of the Chief of Staff to the President 
should not exceed two years and the term of 
the Chief of Staff of the Armed Forces not 
to exceed three years. The Chiefs of Staff 
of the major components should be limited 
to four years in office. Rotation of represen- 
atives of the Air, Army and Navy in the key 
military positions would thus be assured. 
These provisions, together with the reten- 
tion of the United States Chiefs of Staff as 
an advisory body to the President, in which 
the Chief of Staff of each of the major com- 
ponents retains his right to speak for his 
own component, and has the right to present 
his minority views (if he should be in the 
minority) on any question to the President, 
should be ample guarantee that no one arm 
or service will swallow up another... . 

“There remains one other relationship to 
be discussed and that is the position of over- 
seas theater or area commanders. One of the 
great lessons of this war has been the fact 
that it has been necessary to establish unity 
of command in every major theater in order 
to insure the proper coordination of the ef- 
forts of our sea, air and ground forces in 
the field. These theater commanders have 
been selected by the President on the recom- 
mendations of the Joint Chiefs of Staff. They 
have operated under directives prepared by 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff with the approval of 
the President. It is believed that this system 
which has worked so well should be con- 
tinued. There should always be one com- 
mander in each theater and this commander 
should owe allegiance to the President and 
not to any one component of the Armed 
Forces.”

tirement since the surrender of Japan, 
8 have died, and 9 are in hospitals, or 
awaiting retirement—“the result of the 
strain of. war, mainly due to coronary 
trouble.” 

In addition to these, said Admiral Den- 
feld, 54 admirals and 11 commodores on 
active duty from the retired list will 
“with few exceptions be placed on inac- 
tive duty by 1 Jan. 1946.” 

Compares With Army 

Commenting on the nominations, Ad- 
miral Denfeld said that in the Army 213 
of the 1,726 general officers were ap- 
pointed from the National Guard, the Re- 
serves, or from civil life, whereas, of 
about 250,000 Naval Reserves only 3 are 
rear admirals and only 11 are commo- 
dores. 

For promotion in the Naval Reserve, 
according to the Admiral, are 9 rear ad- 
mirals, 4 staff rear admirals, and 22 line 
and 14 staff commodores. Continuing, he 
stated that “In addition to the young 
flag officers and the Naval Reserve Flag 
Officers there are 9 engineering-duty-only 
rear admirals and 21 commodores” being 
nominated, “the latter to fill specific 
billets.” 

And, he declared, “There are also two 
admirals, Admirals Edwards and Horne, 
and 8 vice admirals, Farber, Moreell, and 
Hill, who are now in these ranks but have 
been renominated to fill other jobs due 
to the reorganization of the Navy Depart- 
ment.” 

In answer to questions, Admiral Den- 
feld told the committee that all flag of- 
ficers on sea duty have been asked to sug- 
gest personnel fitted for promotion to 
flag rank; that out of all Regular cap- 
tains on temporary duty 28 names were 
submitted, and that a panel of 58 flag 
officers selected 27 of these for submis- 
sion to the President. 

To consider promotion of Reserve of- 
ficers, the Secretary of the Navy ap- 
pointed a Selection Board consisting of 
Admiral Denfeld and 8 rear admirals. All 
captains—about 600 in all—were graded, 
resulting in the selection for nomination 
of 14 for rear admiral and 35 for commo- 
dore. Of the former, 9 were on sea duty 
and of the commodore nominees 24 had 
been on sea duty. 

Continuing, Admiral Denfeld stated 
that although the law permits it to have 
one per cent of officers in the rank of ad- 
miral, the Navy will not need that per- 
centage in the post-war Navy—that only 
1/2 of 1 per cent may be needed ; and that 
as the grade of commodore is not author- 
ized in the peace time Navy there will be 
none permanently in that rank. 

Protests Pass-over 

At the instance of Senator Clyde R. 
Hoey, N. C., not a committee member, 
the Navy Department is to attempt to dis- 
cover why an unnamed officer of admit- 
tedly outstanding ability and combat his- 
tory was passed over in the selection of 
two officers junior to him. Senator Walsh 
advanced the opinion that of officers of 
equal record and ability the senior should 
be given the promotion. Senator Walsh 
stated that in all of his committee ex- 
perience this was the first time that there 
had been an objection to Navy Depart- 
ment selections. 

Asked whether any of the nominations 
had been suggested by the President, Ad- 
miral Denfeld stated that none of them 
had been. Asked the same question in re- 
gard to the Secretary of the Navy, the 
Admiral stated that, although the Secre- 
tary has the right to suggest nominations, 
none on the pending list had been sug- 
gested by him.

The Senate 1 Nov. passed the $5.9 bil- 
lion tax reduction for 1946, which now 
goes to the President for signature. Spe- 
cifically, the bill provides $2,644,000,000 
reduction for individual taxpayers, $3,- 
136,000,000 for corporations and $140,000,- 
000 for owners of cars and boats through 
repeal of the use tax. The bill freezes the 
Social Security payroll tax rate at the 
present one per cent for both employer 
and employee for another year. 

The Comptroller of the Currency re- 
ported 30 Oct. that the 5,000 national 
banks had net profits of $249,268,000 in 
the first half of the year. This is an in- 
crease of 20 per cent over profits for the 
same period last year. 

Retail store sales, chain and indepen- 
dent, are estimated at $6,190 million in 
September, according to the latest De- 
partment of Commerce report. This is a 
three per cent increase over September of 
last year. Increasingly higher levels are 
indicated as there is little evidence of 
slackening in spending. 

Currency circulation reached a new 
high in September. The Treasury Depart- 
ment reports an average of $198.82 for 
every man, woman and child, topping the 
previous high of $197.99 for August. The 
September 1944 average was $171.69. 

The Federal Reserve Board announced 
this week the following principal changes 
shown in the condition statement of 
weekly reporting member banks in 101 
leading cities for the week ended 24 Oct. 

An increase was shown of $567 million 
in demand deposits adjusted and de- 
creases of $483 million in United States 
Government deposits and $304 million in 
deposits credited to domestic banks. A de- 
cline of $32 million was shown for New 
York City in loans to others than brokers 
and dealers for purchasing or carrying 
United States Government obligations. A 
decline of $10 million was shown in the 
Cleveland district for loans for the same 
purpose and of $63 million at all report- 
ing member banks. A decline of $192 mil- 
lion in New York holdings of Treasury 
bills was noted, and of $29 million in the 
San Francisco district and $250 million 
at all reporting member banks.

Merchant Marine 

The Merchant Marine Conference has 
announced that the National Marine Ex- 
position will be held in Grand Central 
Palace, New York, 20 to 25 May 1946. It 
will be under the sponsorship of the Pro- 
peller Club of the United States. 

During the war dozens of industries 
contributed new things to the world of 
ship-building and many of these will be 
displayed publicly for the first time: New 
processes and products, new methods, al- 
loys, plastics, fibers, minerals, chemicals 
and modern adaptations of old and stand- 
ard materials, such as rubber, wood, felt, 
leather, etc., will be found in use in a 
wide range of instruments, mechanisms 
and modern construction forms. 

Other exhibits will include the discov- 
eries of ship designers and technicians, 
whose contributions to the war effort 
were invaluable. 

The War Shipping Administration has 
issued an order for the return to their 
American owners of all tankers of more 
than 3,000 gross tons in accordance with 
a decision reached at the recent Wash- 
ington meeting of the United Maritime 
Executive Board, which governs the 
United Nations Shipping pool. 

The order took effect at midnight 31 
Oct., and affects about 300 tankers owned 
by American citizens under American or 
foreign registry or owned by any wholly- 
owned foreign subsidiary of American 
citizens now under time charter requisi- 
tion or bareboat charter to the WSA and 
which are declared surplus to the operat- 
ing needs of the Government. 

For heroism and seamanship that 
saved the lives of several shipmates when 
his ship was torpedoed in the Caribbean 
in 1942 with heavy casualties, Capt. 
James Maynard Fuertado, has _ been 
awarded the Merchant Marine Dis- 
tinguished Service Medal. The presenta- 
tion was made by Capt. Edward Ma- 
cauley, USN, Retired, member of the U. 
S. Maritime Commission. 

The first for sale sign is up on a war- 
built, government-owned shipyard, the 
Maritime Commission announced this 
week. 

The property, known as the St. Johns 
River Shipbuilding Company, is within 
the corporate limits of Jacksonville, 
Florida. During the war the yard built 
82 Liberty ships and 12 T 1 tankers. 

The yard is completely equipped for 
the construction of vessels up to 450 feet 
in length. It consists of land, structures, 
improvements and equipment and some 
ship construction materials not needed 
after the completion of vessels now in the 
yard. Operating and maintenance mate- 
rials and equipment are included. 

Nearly $2,500,000 worth of new and 
used winches, windlasses and capstans 
have been declared surplus by the Army 
and Navy and are now on sale, the 
United States Maritime Commission an- 
nounced this week.

War II is essential. 

Under the program in addition to the 
plant themselves, the War and Navy De- 
partments would maintain a reserve of 
65,000 general purpose machine tools. It 
is planned to preserve and store these 
tools in sections of the reserve plants. 

It has been decided that to make the 
program effective steps must be taken: 

To assure this nation of adequate ad- 
vance warning of the possibility of an 
aggressor’s attack through the operation 
of a highly efficient intelligence service. 

To assure the existence at all times of 
the necessary means of placing in effect 
comprehensive plans for industrial mobi- 
lization in order to take advantage of 
any such warning. 

To assure the existence of an over-all 
program for providing the raw materials 
and fabricating capacity necessary to 
meet the coordinated requirement of all 
branches of the Armed Férces and es- 
sential civilian needs. 

It has also been pointed out that pro- 
grams for mobilizing aircraft production 
must be integrated with plans for ship- 
building, ordnance, communications 
equipment and many other types of muni- 
tions. None of these plans will be effec- 
tive, however, unless there are equally 








comprehensive preparations to insure the 
availability of basic materials in raw ang 
fabricated forms, machine tools, plant 
capacity, manpower and the procedurg 
for allocating the nation’s resources ay 
between these programs and essentia) 
production for the civilian economy. 

The Air Coordinating Committee, which 
has made these recommendations, cop. 
sists of Assistant Secretary of State Wij. 
liam L. Clayton, Chairman; Assistant 
Secretary of War for Air Robert 4 
Lovett, Assistant Secretary of the Nayy 
for Air John L. Sullivan, Assistant See. 
retary of Commerce William A. M. Bur. 
den, and L. Welch Pogue, chairman of 
the Civil Aeronautics Board. 





Post-War Navy 

By a unanimous vote of 347 the 
House of Representatives placed its ap 
proval this week on Concurrent Resolv- 
tion 80 which expresses it as “the sense 
of Congress” that the size of the post- 
war Navy shall be not less than 6,084 
combatant and auxiliary vessels and 12. 
000 planes. Of the ships, 1,082 would be 
of combatant types. 

The entire fleet would be divided on 
a percentage basis into 3 sections—ac. 
tive, ready reserve, and inactive reserve, 
The entire fleet would be 75 per cent of 
the present wartime strength of the 
Navy. Of these, 30 per cent would be 
operated actively; 10 per cent would be 
in the ready reserve group; and about 60 
per cent would constitute the inactive re 
serve. 

Criticize Chiefs of Staff 

Consideration of the Resolution led to 
a sharp debate on the failure of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff to present to Con- 
gress an over-all blue-print of the post- 
war needs of the Army and Air Corps as 
well as of the Navy. Taking the lead, in 
approving the Resolution and the House 
Naval Committee but criticizing the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff for its failure to 
inform Congress of suggested plans for 
all of the services, was Representative 
James W. Wadsworth, N. Y., who said: 

“IT am bold enough upon this occasion to 
utter a complaint to the effect that when this 
Navy plan was submitted to the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff, that body should have studied it. 
Remember, that body is composed of the 
highest-ranking men in all three services. 
That body should have studied it in conjune- 
tion with parallel studies for the Army and 
the Air Corps and submitted its recommenda- 
tions to the Congress so that we would have 
some idea of the over-all problem. That is 
the complaint I make. It is not against this 
resolution, may I say to the gentleman from 
Georgia. I must assume that the recom- 
mendations in this legislation are sound. I 
have no reason to doubt their soundness, but 
I would rejoice as an individual member of 
the House if I could see a picture of the whole 
national defense undertaking, and that is the 
thing, Mr. Chairman, which Congress has 
never enjoyed. It is high time that it did. 

“My disappointment is that apparently we 
are on the way toward persisting, as we have 
done back through the decades, in a process 
the ultimate effect of which is to deny to the 
Members of the Congress an over-all view of 
the national defense. We go at it piecemeal. 
There are 99 chances out of a hundred that 
this resolution is sound, but I for one would 
like to know more about the whole thing, 
and I think every Member here on the floor 
vould rejoice at such an opportunity.” 

Others Agree 

Concurring in the statement was Rep 
resentative Sheppard, Calif., who, Tt 
cording himself also as wishing that the 


Resolution were legislative in -ffect, 
said: 

“Insofar as I am concerned, if I have aay 
criticism of the present resolution which the 


chairman of the Committee on Naval Affairs 
has brought in, it would be directed only to 
the fact that this proposal is not legisiative 
because I would like very much at this time 
to be able to support the contentions that are 
involved in this so-called resolution and to 
have them effectuated into law.” 

Siding with this view was Representa- 
tive Michener, Mich., who said: 
“how easy it would be to pass a law, which 
is something more than the momentary 
whimsical expression of those who happe? 
to be sitting in the Congress at the moment. 

Replying to this statement, Repre 
sentative McCormack, Mass., House ma 
jority leader, said that he disagreed 
“with the gentleman in that it is not a whims- 
ical resolution. I would like to see 2 bill or 
joint resolution pass, but this resolution be- 
fore this body has a voice and power that we 
cannot ignore and we should not laugh out 
the window.”

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U. S. COAST GUARD 








HE District of Colambia’s first 

charter in the new Coast Guard 
League, was presented this week to Wash- 
jngton Battalion chapter. 

Members were initiated and the first 
election of officers conducted in cere- 
monies at the Knights of Columbus audi- 
torium, with Florence E. Smith, of Coast 
Guard headquarters, first Spar to receive 
poth Asiatic and Atlantic ribbons, as 
guest of honor. 

George M. Bradley, who served in both 
world wars with the Navy and Coast 
Guard and became warrant officer in the 
Coast Guard temporary reserve following 
his return to civilian life after the sec- 
ond war, was elected commander. 

Coast Guard fireboats being decom- 
missioned and declared surplus by the 
Coast Guard may now be purchased by 
municipalities throughout the nation, 
through the facilities of the War Ship- 
ping Administration, according to Coast 
Guard Headquarters. 

As soon as Headquarters is advised by 





a District Coast Guard Officer that cer- 
tain fireboats are surplus to the needs of 
the District, and this position is con- 
curred in by Headquarters, the Coast 
Guard will advise the Maritime Commis- 
sion or War Shipping Administration that 
such boats are available for disposition as 
surplus property. If the boat is acquired 
or converted vessel, it is handled by War 
Shipping Administration. Coast Guard 
owned boats are handled by Maritime 
Commission. 

In the case of vessels acquired from 
civilian sources, the original owner has 
the right to repossess the vessel before 
any steps are taken to call for public bids. 
If the owner elects to repossess his boat 
no public bids are solicited. The price to 
the former owner will be determined with 
no consideration given to the condition of 
the boat and alterations necessary to re- 
store it as nearly as possible to its orig- 
inal condition.

authority, made it responsible for maintain- 
ing the best management practices through- 
out the organization. Staffed with experts in 
the various fields of business management 
on loan from the most efficient corporations, 
it was ordered to pursue its course relent- 
lessly and without pause and without favor. 

This staff, known as the Control Division, 
has constantly ferretted out duplications, un- 
necessary operations, waste, inefficiency, 
bungling. It established procedures, charted 
the structures of the various branches and 
sections of the ASF, slashed needless motions 
and outmoded methods and functions, stream- 
lined the whole organization from top to 
bottom, 

But it did not rest there. Its history has 
heen one of refinement, of constant and me- 
ticulous checking, of day-to-day improvement 
in ways and means. Its investigators and 
statisticians, its industrial engineers and 
planners, its experts in fiscal procedures, 
salvage methods, work measurement, job sim- 
plification, warehousing, shipning and per- 
sonnel, prowled day and night through the 
vast structure of the ASF seeking out ways 
to improve the operation. 

The structure of the Army Service Forces 
of necessity is complicated, The 1,200,000 men 
and women who make up the organization 
perform a multitude of diversified tasks the 
nature of which leads to complicated struc- 
tures. 

Geographically the United States is divided 
into nine Service Commands which are the 
operating agencies of the ASF and of the 
Army in the cities and towns and states. This 
plan is necessary in order to avold concen- 
tration of responsibility and authority. How- 
ever, located within those Service Commands 
are many installations of the seven Technical 
Services and the Administrative Services. 
Thus flexibility is preserved. 

Control representatives are moving con- 
stantly through the myriad installations in 
the field, measuring results, tightening loose 
techniques, lopping off unnecessary person- 
nel, saving manhours, labor and taxpayer 
dollars. 

A work simplification program was estab- 
lished in December, 1942, and has been ap- 
plied with relentless pressure ever since, At 
first it was simple for one of the industrial 
engineers engaged in this field to enter a 
warehouse or depot, or even an office in the 
Pentagon Building and find obsolete, cumber- 
some and unscientific methods. The original 
application of simplification technioues re- 
sulted in savings of millions of dollars and 
uncounted manhonurs. With a constant work- 
load it was possible to reduce the number 
of employes nearly 200,000 at one point. Be- 
tween March, 1943, and July. 1944, control 
experts surveyed the jobs of 740.000 employes 
and military personnel. The result of this 
survey was a drastic simplification of proc- 
esses and it saved 133.000 persons....18 per- 
cent of all those surveyed. In the year end- 
ing 1 July 1945 similar survevs of approxi- 
mately three-quarters of a million persons 
resnited in eliminating so much waste motion 
that 20 percent of the jobs disanneared. This 
meant an overall saving of eight percent in 
the manpower of ASF. Measured in dol'ars, 
hours, speed of accomplishment, human wel- 
fare, the result has been stupendons. 

In order to find a basis on which to sim- 
plify procedures it was necessary for the 
Control Division to evolve a system of work 
measurement. A mannal, prepared by skilled 
technicians In this field, Neted and classified 
tynes of joh« and established uniform defi- 
nitions of functional activities. Work In the 
offices of the Adintant Geners!, the Army 
War Rond Office. the Office of Special Settle- 
ment Accounts, the Army Regional Acronnt- 
ing Office and in many other installations 
thus wonld he measured and standards could 
be established. 

By applying the yardstick of these stand- 
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ards, it became possible for commanding of- 
ficers to shift employes from job to job when 
necessary, utilizing those whose work for the 
moment was slack to aid those whose work 
was piled up. 

Because the principal fanction of the ASF 
is service to the Army, the Contro) Division 
established measuring devices to determine 
just how effective these services were. Neither 
work measurement nor job simplification 
alone could improve techniques to the full ex- 
tent desired, Therefore, a program known as 
“service control” was instituted, Targets of 
accomplishment were set up for both individ- 
uals and divisions. Below these targets were 
established “minimum service” standards, All 
employes thus were required to better the 
latter and efforts were made to reach the 
former. 

These targets were of wide variety....time 
taken in loading ships, in writing orders, in 
filling a case with rations. Patients, newly 
arrived at Army hospitals sometimes had 
been paid promptly and sometimes it re- 
quired weeks. So a target was set....three 
days. Minimum service was established at 
four days. Patients were paid promptly. 

A series of monthly progress repo: .s cover- 
ing the chief activities of the various services 
has assisted in keeping proper checks and 
balances and in determining just where 
greater pressure must be applied. These re- 
ports are the work of ‘the statistical branch 
Control Division, and a full file of them Is a 
temperature chart of the logistics problems 
of the war. 

The work of the Control Division has too 
many ramifications to list more than a few 
of them. Many have to do with paper work, 
the bane of military existence, It is the Con- 
trol Division which constantly seeks to ellm- 
inate unnecessary pieces of paper and the 
unnecessary hours required in their prepara- 
tion and the unnecessary file space in which 
to store them. 

An example of this saving is in the med- 
ical department where it was found possible 
to eliminate three of the four blank forms 
which previously had to be filled out by med- 
ical officers making physical examinations. 
Result: 6,000,000 pieces of paper saved. The 
discharge payrolls of enlisted men were jun- 
gles of red tape. By standardizing these rolls, 
reducing the number of blank forms for each 
discharge, simplifying the procedures, busi- 
ness management saved 600,000 man-days in 
payroll preparation. The introduction of a 
consolidated clothing and equipment form 
eliminated more than 11,000,000 pieces of pa- 
per. Basic forms to be filled out for the sepa- 
ration from the service of each enlisted man 
were reduced from 32 to six. Formerly It 
took five days to discharge a man; the ASF 
set up a two-day target, soon found it pos- 
sible in most cases to complete the job in a 
day. 

These are a few of the tangible accom- 
plishments of management in the ASF. They 
have saved the taxpayers uncounted millions 
of dollars, and throughout the war when both 
manpower and materials were scarce, they 
saved precious hours and precious paper, 
metal, wood and fuel. 

The ASF established businesslike methods 
in the Army’s business. It applied the prin- 
ciples of management to the biggest organi- 
zation ever put together. These principles 
made the whole thing work, 

PLANS AND OPERATIONS 

This division, Headquarters Army Service 
Forces, made the over-all logistics plans for 
the war....it had to anticipate requirements, 
make long-range estimates of how many men 
and how much of what equipment would be 
needed where, three months, six months, a 
year and even two years in advance. 

It had to make these plans with full knowl 
edge that nothing Is predictable in war ex- 
cept change, and that its plans wol'd have 
to be revised again and again. Thus they had 
to be both all-inclusive and flexible; they 
had to balance the needs of the armies on the 
fighting fronts against the capacity of the 
nation to produce, the limitations of raw ma 
terials and labor, the bottlenecks of trans- 
portation. 

Having planned, the Division had to see 
that the plans were carried out, guiding the 
Technical and supply services, making sure 
that nothing was forgotten or neglected, that 
within human canability the commanders tn 
the field got what they needed, on time and 
In aufficient quantity. 

While the nation was in early stages of 
war production, the Plans and Operations Dt- 
vision had to apply the yardstick of foresight 
to future operations. In those days when our 
inadequate armies In the fleld were engaged 
in defensive manenvers, fending off enemy 
blows, these ASF planner« not only were 
routing to them all that conld be scraped to- 
gether, but were making ready for offensive 
onerations at a inter date While the eyes 
of the world were on our fighters In Africa, 
these planners not only were overseeing the 
task of supniying them, but were making 
their plans for future operations in Purone. 
As the European war swang to a climax the 
planners already were engaged in their rede 
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ployment to the Pacific after the end of fight- 

ing in Germany. 

Whenever a soldier fired a shot, laid down 
an airstrip, landed on a beach, threw a bridge 
across a river, captured an enemy strong- 
point or opened a can of rations anywhere 
in the world, he was actually accomplishing 
the end result of plans long before laid down 
by the unsung and largely unknown officers 
in this smoothly operating division of Army 
Service Forces. 

They worked with tables of statistics, slide 
rules, maps of the world, secret operational 
plans, a full knowledge of what and how 
much would be available, when, and an un- 
derstanding of the needs of men at war. There 
were no crystal balls, no soothsayers in the 
division. Hardheaded common sense, long ex- 
perience, a peculiar and deep kind of mili- 
tary wisdom, excellent organization and end- 
less, driving energy brought success. 

PERSONNEL DIVISION 

This division inducted men into the Army, 
processed them through reception centers, 
redistributed them to new organizations when 
necessary, is now engaged in separating them 
from the Army. 

In the period between the establishment 
of the ASF in March, 1942, and the end of 
the fiscal year on 30 June 1945, 6,802,570 were 
inducted. This is in addition to the men 
already in the Army and to men who en- 
listed and to the National Guard. 

Early in the war 100,000 officers were ap- 
pointed directly from civil life, each chosen 
for some particular skill needed in the Army. 
Officer training schools Jater added 134,000 
other officers to the ASF. 

Labor shortages in industries vital to the 
prosecution of the war....tire plants, forges, 
foundries, duck mills, mines, railroads. ...rTe- 
sulted in temporary furloughs of 17,000 sol- 
diers to these industries. 

By applying management techniques this 
division held personnel in ASF to minimum. 

Acting for the War Department, the Per- 
sonnel Division took prompt corrective action 
in more than 1,000 strikes in plants, the con- 
tinued operation of which were vital to the 
war effort. 

A “physical profile system,”’ whereby every 
soldier automatically falls into his proper 
classification after a rigid physical examina- 
tion was one of the chores of the Personnel 
Division in the fiscal year. 

The establishment of redistribution stations 
for soldiers returning from overseas for re- 
assignment was one of the most popular fea- 
tures introduced by the division in the year. 
These stations, situated in resort hotels for 
the most part, gave the returned soldier com- 
fort, ease and a sense of appreciation and 
greatly aided troop morale. 

The various branches of Personne] Division 
are taken up separately later in this report.

In connection with those officers in- 
eligible for Regular appointments, Presi- 
dent Truman sent the following memo- 
randam to the President of the Senate: 

“Attached is a list of nominations to fill 
vacancies among the permanent general offi- 
cers of the line. The names of the officers 
recommended are well known for the con- 
spicuous service they rendered the nation dur- 
ing the war. Two of them, Generals Doolittle 
and McLain are not members of the Regular 
Army. Three others, Generals Vandenberg, 
LeMay, and Norstad, have less than the years 
of commissioned service in the Regular Army 
required by the National Defense Act as a 
prerequisite to appointment as a general offi- 
cer’ of the line. However, the distinguished 
service which these officers have rendered, 
and the fact that they have emerged from the 
mass of our officer corps as outstandingly 
proven leaders, warrants special considera- 
tion. I hope you will arrange for the neces- 
sary modification of the law to meet this 
situation.” 

Concerning the “additional numbers in 
grade,” the President sent the following 
memorandum: 

“I am recommending that the temporary 
grades of generals who served under General 
Wainwright in the Philippine Campaign be 
made permanent, and I submit herewith their 
nominations accordingly. 

“This is the group of leaders who inspired 
our American and Filipino forces to their 
heroic defense against overwhelming Japa- 
nese odds. They had no chance of eventual 
success and they knew it from the beginning. 
They, with their troops, were a sacrifice to 
our state of unpreparedness and endured an 
agony of suffering, mental even more than 
physical, during their long imprisonment. 
Many of them unquestionably would have 
been promoted to a higher grade had they 
been given an opportunity further to demon- 
strate their leadership in battle. 

“To permit these officers to hold their pres- 
ent temporary grades permanently and at the 
same time not seriously block the advance- 
ment of other officers, who have been out- 
standingly successful leaders of the large 
forces of our troops in the victorious cam- 
paigns in Europe and in the Pacific, I recom- 
mend that the Philippine group be appointed 
under special legislation, as additional num- 
bers only, to the present authorized grades 
of permanent general officers.” 

Selected by Boards 

In the case of the 37 permanent ap- 
pointments to fill vacancies, it was ex- 
plained that the recommendations are 
the result of a selective process designed 
to evaluate the services rendered during 
the war by all general officers. Recom- 
mendations by individual commanders 
were screened through successive head- 
quarters and a board of general officers 
in each of the principal areas, headed by 
the theater commanders. 

The same screening process was fol- 
lowed for general officers in the conti- 
nental United States by boards headed 
respectively by the commanders of the 





Army Air Forces, the Army Ground 
Forces, the Army Service Forces, and, for 
the War Department group, by the 
Deputy Chief of Staff. 

Reports of these boards were assem- 
bled and integrated by a master board 
in Washington, and a single list was pre- 
pared in accordance with the basic law 
which requires that selections be made 
from an eligible list prepared by a board 
of not less than five general officers. 

In an almost unprecedented move, five 
of the nominations to fill regular briga- 
dier general vacancies will require spe- 
cial legislation. Two of those nominated 
for Regular Army vacancies are not now 
in the Regular Army: Lt. Gen. James H. 
Doolittle, a former Regular who resigned 
in 1930 to enter commercial aviation, and 
Lt. Gen. Raymend 8S. McLain, an officer 
of the Oklahoma National Guard who 
made an outstanding record as a Divi- 
sion and Corps commander in Europe. 


From Ineligible Grades 

Three others—Lt. Gen. Hoyt S. Van- 
denberg, Maj. Gen. Curtis B. LeMay, and 
Maj. Gen. Lauris Norstad (all Air Corps 
officers)—are not eligible for permanent 
brigadier generalcy under existing law by 
reason of their present permanent rank. 
The law states that brigadier generals 
of the line, Regular Army, must be ap- 
pointed from among officers not below the 
grade of lieutenant colonel and who have 
28 years continuous commissioned ser- 
vice, except that 25 per cent may have 
less than 28 years’ service but still must 
be selected from officers not below the 
grade of lieutenant colonel. Inasmuch as 
Vandenberg is only a permanent major, 
while LeMay and Norstad are only per- 
manent captains, they would ‘not be 
eligible without special legislation. 

To take care of these five cases—the 
two non-regulars and three ineligible reg- 
ulars—Senator Johnson has introduced 
another special bill specifically authoriz- 
ing their appointments. 

With these appointments, the Army 
will have its full quota of 21 major gen- 
erals of the line, and 50 brigadier gen- 
erals of the line. However, in view of the 
probable considerable expansion of the 
Regular Army during the post-war pe- 
riod, it is likely that authorization will 
be sought to increase these numbers. 


Average Age 53 

It is interesting to note that the aver- 
age age of the new permanent generals is 
53 years, that of the new major generals 
being about 54.9 years and that of the 
brigadier generals being 52.1 years. 

Five, half, of the new major generals 
are graduates of the U. S. Military Acad- 
emy and one other, General Hodges, at- 
tended the Academy for one year after 
which he enlisted in the Army and won a 
commission from the ranks. Two, Gen- 
erals Eaker and Smith, started their 
careers as Reserve Officers in World War 
I, while another, General Kenney began 
as an enlisted man in World War I. The 
other, General Handy, won a commission 
from civil life after graduation from Vir- 
ginia Military Institute. 

Four of the new major generals served 
most of their careers in the Infantry, 
three in the Air Corps, two in the field 
Artillery, and one in the Cavalry. 

Fourteen, about half, of the new briga- 
dier generals also are products of the U. 
S. Military Academy, while seven were 
taken into the Regular Army during 
World War I. One, Gen. Gerow, was com- 
missioned from civil life after gradua- 
tion from Virginia Military Institute. 
Another, Gen. Gillem, won his commis- 
sion after Regular Army enlisted service. 
Gen. Lutes started his career in the Na- 
tional Guard. Gen. LeMay started as a 
flying cadet in 1928, was commissioned in 
the Reserve Corps in 1929, and taken into 
the Regular Army in 1930. , 


Most From Infantry 

Fourteen of the new brigadier generals 
come from the Infantry, six from the Air 
Corps, three from the Corps of Engi- 
neers, one from the Cavalry, and one 
from the Coast Artillery. Of the two non- 
regulars named for promotion, one is 
from the Air Reserve and one from Na- 
tional Guard Infantry. 

By permanent grades, ten of the new 
brigadier generals were permanent col- 
onels, twelve were permanent lieutenant 
colonels, two were majors, and two cap- 
tains, while the other was a brigadier 
general, National Guard.

Gen. Marshall Sees Defense 


Weakening 

The military establishment cannot 
hope to insure the safety of the United 
States very much longer at the present 
rate of demobilization unless some per- 
manent peace time program is estab- 
lished at an early date, declared General 
of the Army George C. Marshall, Chief 
of. Staff, before the Herald-Tribune 
Forum on 29 Oct. 

General Marshall asserted that if the 
vehicle of the United Nations organiza- 
tion is to be effective, it will be because 
those who advocate it choose to make it 
so. Those who oppose it certainly will not 
make it effective, he said, and added that 
he was convinced that the organization 
has not even a remote chance of success 
unless it is nourished by the strength and 
fiber of the United States. 

“Obviously,” he said, “if we have no 
manifest strength the nourishment of the 
United Nations organization will be 
lean.” 

General Marshall warned that while 
the United States might be strong today 
it will not be so in a few months unless 
very positive and definite measures are 
taken to give some degree of performance 
to the strength for which we have just 
spent so much of human life and money 
to develop. In reviewing the war and 
the possibilities of securing future peace 
and security for the world, General 
Marshall said, in part: 

“Just a few months ago the world was com- 
pletely convineed of the strength and courage 
of the United States. Now they see us falling 
back into our familiar peacetime habits. They 
witness the tremendous enthusiasm with 
which we mount demobilization and recon- 
version, but they see as yet no concrete evi- 
dence that we are determined to hold what 
we have won—permanently. Are we already 
at this early date inviting that same inter- 
national disrespect that prevailed before this 
war? Are we throwing away today what a 
million Americans died or were mutilated to 
achieve? Are we already shirking the 
responsibility of the victory? 

This business of dissipating the political 
benefits that a nation may derive from vic- 
tory is in the American tradition. It is quite 
understandable in a nation that runs its own 
affairs, because there is no easy way to get 
big things done on this earth. The victory 
was hard won. It will require a great deal 
of effort and sacrifice to fulfill our responsi- 
bilities of that victory, to achieve the future 
we recently talked about so freely. 

We must somehow get it clear in our think- 
ing that the fulfillment of our responsibilities 
is not some vague mumbo jumbo. It requires 
positive active effort and sacrifice, and above 
all it is a continuing process. We cannot do 
it in one step and then have done with it. 
Even if the United States now adopts a sound 
program in its relationships with the rest of 
the world, the program will be worthless Un- 
less we continue to support it year in and 
year out.” 

“The War Department has made several 
recommendations to Congress on how we ¢a? 
best go about maintaining our strength in 
the future at a cost within our financial 
means. These recommendations have been 
questioned, usually by groups looking for a2 
easy way out. I have opposed dogmatism all 
my life and think for a military man it can 
be a fatal mental disease, but I must say here 
tonight with all the emphasis I can command 
—there is no easy way. The American people 
will do well to give sober thought to thelr 
fateful problem.

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G-I Bill Of Rights 


A sub-committee of the Senate Finance 
Committee has this week worked on H.R. 
3749, the bill that provides for changes 
in existing law affecting rights of vet- 
erans after separation or discharge from 
the armed forces. The result of the work 
of this committee has been to ignore the 
specified bill, consider only the present 
law, P.L. 346 of the 78th Congress, and 
report an entirely new bill to the full 
committee. 

Major changes to be included in the re 
vamped bill are: the age limit of 25 for 
initiating scholastic training has been 
eliminated ; remove the requirement that 
a veterans education must have been in- 
terrupted by war service; extends to 4 
years the time in which a course in edu- 
cation may be initiated; gives 9 years in 
which to complete the course in educa- 
tion ; increases the subsistence of a single 
man from $50 to $65 a month while tak- 
ing his school, and from $75 to $90 a 
month for a veteran with dependents. 

Allowances for a disabled veteran, 
without dependents, while at school 
would be a minimum of $105 a month. 
and, for a married veteran, $115, plus $10 
for the first child and $7 for each addi- 
tional child, as well as $15 for each de- 
pendent parent. 

By the projected bill, loans on homes, 
farms, etc., would be repaid over a much 
longer term of years than is provided by 
existing law; the value rather than the 
“normal” value of property would be the 
basis for loans—the word “normal” to 
be eliminated ; and there would be a new 
method of re-financing loans. 

The important Section 1505 of the law 
which provides that benefits provided by 
the Readjustment Act shall be deducted 
from any adjusted compensation (bonus) 
authorized hereafter, is changed in the 
proposed committee bill so that only 
loans will be chargeable to such adjust- 
ed compensation. 

he full committee is expected to take 
the proposed new bill under considera- 
tion early next week.

Retirement of Officers 

Discussing the conservation of officer 
personnel and relief of officers from 
duty, Representative Ellsworth (R.. 
Ore.) said this week that apparently the 
intent of Congress and of General of the 
Army George C. Marshall, Chief of Staff, 
misearried in the application of Public 
Law 190. 

Under this law, which authorizes the 
Secretary of War to remove any officer 
from the active list of the Regular Army 
“for such causes and under such regula 
tions he may prescribe * * * or whose 
retention on the active list is not justified 
for good and sufficient reasons,” Repre 
sentative Ellsworth said officers with ex- 
cellent records for the previous ten years 
and some performing superior service 
during the emergency were retired. 

“Apparently,” Representative  Ells- 
worth said, “the War Department ad- 
ministered the law more severely than 
it stated would be done at the Congres 
sional hearings prior to the enactment of 
Public Law 190.” 

This, he said, was indicated by the 
following statement by the Secretary of 
War at a press conference 4 Oct. 1944, two 
months following enactment of the law: 

“T hope the press will join in appreciating 
the difficulties of the situation and the danger 
of doing both individual injustices and hard 
ships on the one hand, and damage to dis 
cipline on the other.” 

In his proposed amendment to the law 
Representative Ellsworth challenges its 
legality since the 118th Article of War 
provides that no officer shall be dis 
charged or dismissed except by order of 
the President.

AAF Weather Service Reconverts 

The Army Air Forces Weather Service, 
which has grown from 43 stations man- 
ned by personnel totaling less than 300 to 
857 observation and forecasting units 
staffed by 17,800 officers and men, is be- 
ing reconverted to a peacetime basis. 

Reconversion policies followed by the 
Weather Service are in keeping with an 
agreement adopted by the 52 nations at- 
tending the International Civil Aviation 
conference in Chicago last winter to es- 
tablish a global weather network for ser- 
vice to every country under the jurisdic- 
tion of a proposed international organiza- 
tion. 

Weather stations installed and de- 
veloped in foreign countries must, for the 
most part, either be abandoned entirely 
or operated under new management. 
Present plans call for withdrawal from 
all but one or two bases in Greenland and 
the North Atlantic. In the Caribbean 
negotiations are under way for the United 
States Weather Bureau to assume re- 
sponsibility. In most countries metero- 
logists are already moving into the form- 
er American installations.
